CONCERNING 

Mr,   HoaMfs  Manner  of  Treating  the  Lord  Bijhop  of  Exeter. 

Mr.  HoaMj, 

INrending  to  keep  clofc  td  the  Argument  wirh  you  in  what  follows,  I  wouM 
fay  a  few  Words  to  you  here  byway  of  Prefa§e^  thitikmisf  your  Behaviour 
coward  the  Bifha^  not  altogether  Confiftcnt   with  the  E/feent  you  exprefs 
£or  his  Ahilifies,  and  the  profound  y^neration  for  his  Lordihip's  C>&^r^- 
Be^  and  High  Station  in  thq  Church. 

For  fuppofe  you  had  found  (bme  Difagrcement  between  two  of  his  LordQiip's 
S^rmonSt  at  four  Years  l>i(lancc,  what  wou*d  good  Manners  aad  comnwn  Cha- 
rity lead  a  Man  to  do  in  iiich  a  Ca(e  ? 

Not  furely  to  fall  foul  upon  his  Lord/hif  as  you  do,  to  Expofe  him  and  Con- 
front  his  Sermons^  and  charge  him  with  Contradi^ions.  This  is  the  Work  of 
Sill  Enemy.  But  yon  flaou'd  firfl  havp  feen  in  what  Scn(e  they  might  be  made 
Confiftent  (as  I  will  (hew  you  prc^ncly  )  and  fo  makeGr^/ff/  q£  AH^wance.  But 
if  that  cou'd  not  be  done,  then  you  were  to  f^ippofe,  Tiiat  the  Latter  was  his 
Lord/hif's  true  Judgment^  and  that  he  had  corre^led  any  former  Mtftake  he  was 
under.  But  if  you  thought  th«  Latttt  thi  Mifiake,  and  the  Forimr  the  Truth, 
you  might  have  offer'd  all  your  Reafons  againft  the  Latter,  wirhout  bringing  the 
Fdrmer  in  Oppojition,  it  was  li/4€  giving  his  Lordjkip  the  Lje^  and*  meant  only  tQ 
Provoke ! 

SiJppofe,  Mr.  Hoadly,  you  (hou'd  find  Reafons  to  Correal  any  prefent  Opinion 
you  have,  wou'd  you  not  be  willing  to  have  leave  to  Repent  with  as  little  Shttm^ 
as  might  be  ?  Are  you  fure  you  have  not  need  of  this  your  (c:\it  Rximine  over 
all  you  have  Wrote,  and  See.  Left  fomebody  clfc  fliouM  do  it  fbf  you.  Can 
you  fay,  that  you  never  Alter'd  an  Opinion  in  your  Lif©^?  Why  rhcm  ihon^d  yoq 
be  fo  Siverg  upon  his  Lord/hip,  if  this  were  the  Cafe  ?  Can  we  be  too  Old  to 
Learn  ?  Or  is  it  too  Latg  to  Amend  ?  ^ 

Have  you  the  fame  Opinion  of  the  Homilies  againft  Refinance  as  you  had  when 
you  Sukfiril^d  them  ?  Can  you  Reconcile  what  i  have  here  ^fl;^out  of  one 
of  them  with  your  prefent  Do5frtne?  Will  you  leave  it  to  any  Man  in  the  World 
to  judge  be  fides  your  felf,  notwithftandiag  the  terrible  Pains  you  have  taken  in 
your  Meafures  of  Submijfion  to  get  rid  of  them  ?  Which  can  Satisfie  no  Man  but 
in  one  thing,  that  you  are  ^elf  Qondemnd !  A*^  he  would  be,  ai>4-^o  more  than 
you  are,  who  (hould  Quote  the  Seventh  Command  to  juftifie  Adultery,  For  that 
is  not  moreexpi-cfly  forbidden  there,  than  Refiftan^  is  in  thefe  Homiltes.  And 
your  Salvo  to  Reftrain  General  Commands  will  ferve  in  the  one  Caje  as  well  as 
the  oihei*,  that  is,  when  it  is  for  my  owa  Convemence,  or  for  what  I  think  P»^- 
lick  jood. 

But.  Mr.  Hoadly,  inftead  of  Lefs^ning  the  Charaaer  of  the  Bifhop  by  what 
you  have  fo  fpitetuUy  faid  of  him,  you  have  rais'd  his  Reputation  with  all  good 
Men.  For  fuppofing,  as  you  do,  that  he  had  been  in  an  Error,  and  gone  along 
vith  the.S/r^^w  in  fome  things  fas  who  has  not)  there  can  be  nothing  more 
Glorious  to  M  rral  Man^  than  to  return  from  it  as  fone  as  Dtfcover'd.  And  to 
treacii  up  the  Contrary  DQ^rine,  for  the  fake  of  thofe  who  might  have  been 
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m'fleJ.  And  to  infult  a  Man  for  this,  b  the  Work  o£  tH%  Devii,  who  is  Tor^ 
mented  at  that  wich  gives  Joy  to  tl)e  j^ngels  of  He^^ven.  Sv,j^uguBine  though^ 
it  no  Difiionour  to  him  to  write  a  Book  ot  Retra^ations»  Lee  my  Lot  be  with 
the  Penitents^ 

Now,  Mr,  Hoadiy,  by  your  Charge  againd  the  BiJ/jop»  (  if  aH  admitted  )  his 
Crime,  Humanum  ^^— f-*  errare.  But  yours  hitherto  is  Diabolicum — —  Per- 
fivermt,  I  wifh  you  Repentance.  And  then  your  Errors  (hall  no  more  be 
mcflrion'  to  you,  by  him  who  now  oppofes  you,  out  of  Love  to  your  Soul^  and 
of  thofc  who  Hear  you,  and  Read  your  Books. 

^\Xy  The  Vapouring  Title  I  have  given  this  Anjvper  to  you,  is  ro  fhew  you  in 
what  manner  you  have  treated  the  Lord  ^ijhop  of  Exeter,  and  the  Lower  Ho»ff 
ofConvocatiOTf.  You  wou  d  feem  fo  believe  your  ovtn Principles,  by  rbe  might/ 
Ajfkr^Mce  ^tidSatisfaBioHYoa  exprcfs  in  your  Defence  o{  them,  and  challenging 
all  the  World  to  Replj.

/  de/ire  your  Reply,  in  what  manner  you  think  fit,

For  the  Murther  of  ths  King  was,  to  all  Appea- 
rance, as  much  by  the  General  Bent  of  the  Nation^  as  the  Revolution  it  felf,  ior 
not  one  Appcar'd  to  give  his  Negative.  It  is  true,  they  were  but  a  few  Mifcreants 
in  Comparifon  of  all  the  HoneJim6  Loyal  Men  in  the  Nation,  if  they  Durft  have 
fpokc  their  Mmdg,  or  eou'd  havecome  together.  But  they  were  kept  under  by 
thefe  Mifcreants  with  an  Arnred  Force^  who  took  to  themfelwes  the  Name  of  al! 
the  People  of  England,  and  in  Their  Name  did  Try  and  Condemn  their  King. 
Their  Damnable  Cc»a;tf».^/i;/^  call'd  it  felf  a  Parliament,  and  Aflcr  ted  their -^«- 
thority  as  High  as  ever  Parliament  did.  They  were  Ownd  and  Treated  with 
abroad,  Obeyd^ndRecognizd^t  Homt.  Nor  was  there  one  in  the  Nation  durft 
Difpute  their  Authority,  but  at  the  Peril  of  his  Head.  They  made  Men  Swear 
to  them  too.  And  the  Nonjurors  were  Dgcimated,  Sequefierd,  Imprifond^ 
Banifh'd,  Hangd,  &c.  They  alfo  Attained  and  Abjured  the  King,  and  the  whofo 
Royal  Family.  There  was  a  Thorough  Settlement.  Tl^c  King  had  not  one  Fort^ 
or  Ship,  or  Man  to  Appear  for  him.  And  they  were  in  Q^et  PofeJJtgn  feveral 
^^^'x.  And  Quoted  Scripture,  and  iL/JW,  and  Precedents,  s^nd  Providence  too 
for  theh-  UJkyfation.  And  their  being  call'd  Mifcreants  ip  t^at  /^^  of  Parliament^ 
i^as  not  for  their  Waac  oiSuccef^,  op  Nfmb^fr  9S  ^^ttUmntt  bu^  becaufe  theyr 

Openly 
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Openly  and  Bare  fac'd  fet  uptheDo£trin  of  Rejtjlance  and  the  Coercion  of  King f, 
which  chat  Statute,  did  for  ever  Damn,  And  therefore  makes  Mr.  Hoadly  as 
much  a  Mijcreant  as  any  of  thefe  Regicides^  And  whoever  Maintain  rhe  Power 
of  the  People  and  the  Refiftance  of  Kings y  are  Guilty  of  the  Blood  of  that  King, 
For  he  was  Try  dm  tHe  Name  of  the  People,  and  by  thofe^  who  Call'd  themfelves 
the  Reprefentatives  of  rhe  People.  And  he  DifownM  their  Authority^  and  Re- 
fus*d  10  Plead.  And  therefore  was  Juftly  Condemn'd  to  De^itb,  if  the  People  were 
his  Judges.  As  likewife  fur  Refifling  them  when  they  took  y^rw/  to  Subdue  him 
and  bring  him  to  'jufiice.  And  this  Refisiance  of  the  /vi»^  againft  the  People, 
Mr.  Headly  will  Allow  co  be  Treafonable^  tho'  not  the  Rejtjlance  of  the  P^(?/>/tf 
again  ft  the  /O'w^  / 

And  how  cou'd  the  General  Bent  of  the  People  better  Appear  than  by  thofc 
who  Conquey'd  the  others  ?  Ther  was  nothing  of  the  Bent  on  the  other  fide  Ap- 
peared, hut'm^  £qw  Cavalier  Pamphlets,  which  Now  and  Then  Stole  out,  and 
were  Hunted.  And  thefe  indeed  kept  Life  in  the  Caufe,  and  at  laft  Prevailed, 
having  the  Truth  on  their  fide,  and  a  Superiority  of  Wit  above  the  Dull  Round' 
Heads;  which  in  a  little  time  carry'd  the  People  from  them,  when  their  own  Mi* 
feries  open'd  their  Eyes  to  fee  their  true  Interefi,  aud  fo  made  way  for  the  Happy 
Rejiauration.  But  in  all  that  time  tho'  many  were  perfv/aded  by  what  was  Wrote 
on  the  King'%  fide,  yet  none  durft  Own  it  j  So  that  the  Bent  did  no  way  Appear. 
And  Mr.  Hoadly  can  make  no  Advantage  of  it  to  his  Caufe. 

[V,]  But  he  fiye.  The  Rejtfla?!ce  pra^is'd  againfi  /'.Jam.  II.  fP-tf  the  Con- 
trivance  a72d  Work  of  all  Ranks  and  Orders  of  Men,  And  p.  45.  he  fays,  The 
jame  was  done  by  fome  of  my  Lords  the  Bijltops,  to  their  Immortal  Homur,  with 
^  Zeal  beyond  what  a  Common.  This  was  as  to  the  Contrivance  of  the  Work, 
•for  the  Bifiops  &\i  not  Fights  Nay,  ther  was  no  Fisg^^iw^,  for  the /iT/??^ disbanded 
iiis  Army,  and  withdrew  himfelf,  and  put  None  to  the  Trouble  of  Re fi fiance,  Buc 
as  to  the  Contrivance,  as  he  words  it  p.  45.  when  thoje  of  the  Highefl  as  well  as 
Hobcft  Rank,  andof  the  be  ft  Sluality,  Invited  over  a  Prince  with  Armed  Men 
to  Awe  their  Legal  King,  and  Force  him  into  a  Compliance^    ^  And  again  p  47, 

U^hen  the  Arms  of  Refiftance   Landed,  upon  the  hivitation- Now  why  will 

JMr.  Hoadly  Rob  thefe  Bid^ops  of  their  Immortal  Honour,  in  not  letting  us  knov 
their  Names,  mtk  the  Proof  o£  thdv  Inviting  over  thQ  Prince  ofOrangey^nd  with 
/^rms  too  ?  For  it  will  be  Left  to  Pofterity.  Nay  it  is  Loft  already.  For  few  I 
^eec  with  do  Believe  a  Word  of  it.  For  the  Bijfhops  themfelves  Deny 'd  it  to  King 
James,  And  I  have  it  from  fome  who  were  near  the  Prince  at  cnat  time,  and 
Jbad  means  of  tnowing.  That  ther  was  no  fuch  thing,  and  that  ther  was  no  In- 
njitation  from  any  ^i/hop,  tho'  the  Word  Spiritual  ^d^z  piic  in  the  Declaration^ 
becaufe  (  faid  he  )  it  founded  relK 

But  if  ther  was  an  Invitation^  was  it  to  Come  with  the  Arms  of  Refinance  ? 
For  ther  might  be  many  other  Rcafpns  f^r  the  coming  of  the  Prince  of  Orange, 
:fo  nearly  Related  to  the  King,  and  o£  Interefl  in  Holland.  And  I  knew  many  at 
that  time  who  did  not  believe  he  came  for  the  Crown,  tho'  he  Declared  againft  ir. 
Now  it  is  noj:  Lawful  to  tell  a  Lie,  even  to  ones  own  Advantage  or  of  their 
Friends,  therefore  tho'  it  wou'd  be  to  the  Immortal  Honour  of  any  hi/r;Gp  who 
iiad  Invited  over  ihQ  Prince  o£  Orange,  and  more  Glorious  dill  ifto  come  with 
the  /^rws  of  Refifiance,ya  the  Defendants  hope  that  the  Plaintiff  ( notivkhftand- 
JDg  K\%gtt^zFeracity)  may  be  Oblig'd  to  give  fome  Proof  for  his  Allegation,  un- 
irier  th  Pain  of  being  thought  a  GOj^/>.  Thus  Prays  the  fii  ft  Defendant,thc  Church. 
£VI.J  And  whereas  thjB  r//i;«r/^  Aliedges  againft  the  a^y^i  Defendant,  and 
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fays,  p.  4^.  Nor  do  ^e  Account  any  Pan  of  our  Excellent  §luesn^s  hehavioui^ 
wore  truly  Great  j  more  Lovely,  or  more  l^eneficial^  than  the  Part  Jhe  bore  in 
thisTran\a6iion  '^  when  Jhe  prefer  d  the  fafety  of  a  Nation  hefore  all  Temporal 
Confiderations  y  and  Encouraged  hy  her  ExampU  this  glorious  Deftgn^  To  which 
thefaid  Defendant  mzktth  Aoi«rer,  that  the  Plaintiff  Mr.  Hoadly  was  neither  of 
her  Council  then,  nor  her  Confejfor  now.  And  that  it  is,  very  SaTocy  in  him  to 
Fr/  into  her  Defigns,     And  further  this  Defendant  faith  not. 

But  if  ali  the  ^allegations  in  the  Plamtifi^s  Bill  of  Complaint  were  true,  yet  it 
will  nor-Infcr  what  ho  Charges  upon  thiS  Defendant  of  her  being  an  Ufuper^ 
from  any  thing  that  was  faid  by  the  other  Defendant  the  Lord  bi[hop  of  Exeter, 
yor  fuppofe  the  Revolution  to  have  been  founded  upon  Refiflance  ;  and  that  Re» 
fiffa7ice  was  UnJawfuI,  according  to  the  Lord  "Bi/hop  o£ Exeter  ;  And  thirdly  that 
(the  §lueen  did  Accept  the  Cron?^  upon  xhQ  Revolution  foot :  Yet  all  this  notwith- 
iiandmg,  it  will  not  follow  that  (he  is  an  Ufurper,  becaufe  this  Revolution  Title 
(  whether  Good  or  Bad  )  do's  not  Extinguifli  any  other  Right  (he  may  have  to 
the  CroTvn.  K,  Hen»  Vil.  had  two  Titles,  one  oiLancafire  by  himfelf,  the  other 
of  3"c;r^  by  his  IVifc,  And  rhefe  cou'd  not  both  be  Right,  for  they  were  in  dire£fc 
Gppoiicion  to  each  other.  Yet  he  wouM  never  Declare  by  which  of  thefe  he  Held. 
Bjit  having  both,  he  was  True  and  Undoubted  King,  And  fome  might  fuppofe 
him  Righr  one  way  and  fome  another,  therefore  he  wou'd  Quit  neither  of  thele 
Titles,  and  Co  be  Quieted  all  his  Subje^s. 

Therefore  thQ^^uecn  is  not  Oblig'd  to  give  up  her  Revolution  Title,(omcm^y 
be  Pleas'd  with  that ;  And  as  httje  Reafonhas  (he  to  Depart  from  her  Right  by 
Inheritance,  for  which  ftie  has  been  Congratulated  in  the  AddreJ/es  of  the  Na- 
tion upon  her  j^ccejfion  to  the  Throne  of  her  Anceftors. 

It  is  true  we  have  heard  of  a  Pretender,  who  has  made  fome  Noife  of  late.  But 
lAt.HQadly  has  happily  Deliver'd  us  out  of  all  that  Fear.  For  in  his  Sermon  at 
the  AJJizes  at  Hertford ihc  iid.  o^ March  1 708.  p.  14.  He  tells  us,  That  ws  would 
Tiot  permit  a  late  King  to  tmpofe  upon  us  a  Pretended  Son,  So  there's  the  Pre 
Sender  Cut  off  at  a-  Blow ! 

For  we  cannot  Suppofe  that  a  Man  of  Mr.  Hoadly  his  Gravity  and  good  Se?ije 
H'ou'd  deliver  Uob  Stories  out  of  the  Pulpit,  and  tell  any  thing  from  the  Chair 
cf  Truth  but  what  he  was  fully  Ccnvinc'd  of  upon  raoft  furc  and  Undoubted 
Grounds.  As  Certain  as  what  ^  Right  Reverend  Friend  of  his  taught  us  in  a 
Jite  Thankfgiving  Sermon,  That  by  the  Law  of  God  and  of  the  whole  Earth,  a 
Child  own'd  by  both  Parents  is  to  be  taken  for  theirs,  unlefs  Evident  Proof  be 
inade  to  the  contrary.  And  here  we  have  th^t  Evident  Proof  We  need  no  Fuller. 

I  have  now  a  Crofs  Bill  to  Prefer  againft  this  Plaintiff  in  the  Name  of  the 
pefendants,  to  yi\^lch]^^s  PoC\t\yQ  ^nfwer  \sKt<fx\x'*d. 

[VII.]  He  charges  the  Lord  Bijhop  o£ Exeter  with  making  the  Siueen  an  U- 
prper  by  his  Dodrin  of  Divine  Right  and  Non-Refi fiance,  to  which  the  faid 
Defendants  have  Anfaer^d  as  above.  And  now  they  Charge  and  IndiSI  him  the 
aiorefaid  Plaintiffs  That  he  not  having  the  fear  of  God  before  his  Eyes,  but  be* 
ing  -wholly  led  by  she  hifiigation  of  the  Devil,  hath  TraiterouJIy  and  Malicioufl^ 
Conjpired  with  other  Falje  Traitors  againft  her  Majefty,  her  Crown  and  Dtg^ 
«/fj,  her  to  Death  and  DeflruFtion  to  bring,  and  Mtferable  Havoek  and Slaugh- 
S^'.r  amojfgthe  SubjeEls  of  this  Realm  to  make,  &c.  And  all  this  the  faid\Di'- 
fendants  do  fay  is  the  Natural  and  NecefTary  Confequence  of  thofe  Pofitions,  fee 
up  and  Maintain'd  by  ^he  faid  Plaintiff  ^nA.  other  his  Accomplices,  of  the  Qrt^ 
^nmloi  Power^^n^  the  i^j?  Rcfort^  cfit  being  in  the  People  find  giving  Tbem  the 


Liberty  oi  Refiftance^g^itiOi  their  Lawful  Sov^ratgny,  whereby  their  Confciettas 
are  fee  free  from  any  Obligation  to  Obedience,  and  to  take  j4rms  againft  the 
Qovernment,  whenever  they,  or  any  of  them,  (hall  think  fit.  The  Defendants 
further  fay,  That  thcr  x^Vi^  Medium  poflible  betwix  Non-Repflance  upon  any 
Pr^^^»fi?  whatfoever,  and  a  full  Licence  to  ReJtB  upon  every  Pretence  vfhatCoQ^ 
ver.  Becaufc  every  Man  is  lefc  to  Judge  of  the  Pretence.  So  that  the  whole 
pifpure  is,  Whether  Government  or  Anarchy  ?  Furthermore,  that  no  Govern^ 
went  ever  yet  did  Allow  of  Rejiflance  againft  it  felf.  And  therefore  that  the 
Do6lrine  of  Rejiflance  is  inconfiftenc  with  any  fort  oi  Government  whatfoever, 
and  is  Treafon^Lgz'm^  all  Governments  npon  the  face  of  the  Earth.  And  oughc 
to  be  Declar'd  Treajon  by  every  Government,  whether  vented  by  Word  or  Writ^ 
ing,  or  any  other  way  whatfoever.  And  whoever  will  not  Dijown  and  Abjure 
that  Do^rine  in  moft  exprefs  Words,  and  Willingly  and  Freely^  ought  to  be 
uncapable  of  any  P/^^g  or  O^ce  in  the  Government ^  fince  no  Government  can 
be  fafe  with  fuch.  And  all  the  Clergy  who  Preach  it,  ftiou'd  be  Excommuni" 
cated  and  Degraded,  as  Trumpeters  of  Rebellion,  and  Wolves  in  Shepherds 
Chathing.  And  laftly,  the  Dodrin  of  Nbw-R^yJiif^wctf  well  deferves  a  Place  in 
our  Cathechifm,  that  the  youth  may  be  Early  InftruSed  in  fo  Neceffary  and 
Chriflian  a  DoBrin.  The  not  Undcrftanding  or  negle£l  of  which  has  Ruin*d 
many  both  Souls  ^nd  Bodies,  and  turn'd  Flourilhing  Nations  into  Aceldamies 
and  DefolationF.

3.  He  fays,  p.  10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  That  Eccle/iaflical  Officers  who  have 
a  Commiffton  from  God,  may  be  Puniflod  by  the  Civil  Magiftrate ;  therefore 
that  it  doth  notfollovo  according  to  your  Lordjhip  (fays  he  to  the  Bifliop,  p.  i  ff.  j 
that  there  is  none  upon  Earth  to  ilueftion^  Cenjure  or  Punift>  fuch  as  have  a 
Divine  Cofmnijfton. 

And  p.  12,  That  the  Magiftrate  is  not  Superior  to  us  when  he  A£is  WitJpout 
or  AgainB  his  Commiff on.

*  this  Mayor,  in  any  Cafes  but  thofe  to  which  his  Commiffton  reacheth.     Nor 

*  doth  the  King  or  §lueen  exempt  him  from  an   Equality  in  other  Inilance?. 

*  And  in  all  Cales  where  the  Danger  is  Imminent,  Violence  is  to  be  Repelled 
^  with  Viohnce,  and  the  feme  Behaviour  whici^  is  Allowed  in  the  C<^JJ  oiEquals.

pro^ch,  even  when  Judging  him  Contrary  to  the  Lavf»  Adt.  2^  3.  5.  An^ 
the  Cafe  is  Rul'd  in  Exprcfs  Terms  againft  Mr.  Hoadly^  when  we  are  Com- 
irnanded  xoSuhmit  not  only  to  the  Go4d  and  Gentle,  but  alfo  to  the  Froward^ 
and  evea  when  w€  Suffer  IVrongjtilly,  and  for  Welldoing,     1   Pet.   11.  i5. 

And  that  we  may  fee  how  the  Church  of  £»^/^i«i^  under flands  this  Do6lrinc, 
fhsGafe  is  put  in  the  Secondpart  of  the  Hontilte  ng^'infk   Rebellion^  of  a  Prince, 
fjal-edofGodf  and  God's  Enemy,  and  therefore  likely  not  to  P  rofper  either  in  IVar 
f)r  Peace,  but  to  be  hurtful  and  Pernicious  to  the  Commonwealths     Of  an  «»- 
Mnd  Prince,  nothing  Confdering  »r  Regarding  our  True  Faithful  and  Painful      1 
Service,  or  thef^fc  guard  of  our  Pofterity.     Of  a  Prince,  ot4r  known  Mortal  and 
Deadly  Enemy,  that  feeketh  our  Lives^     And  in  all  thefc  Cafts  the  Homily  de- 
.tcrmins  pofitively  againft /^f/?yr^w^5.     Then  puts  this  Queftion,  What fhallw^ 
the-H  do  toaneviU  ^^  aH  unkind  Pnnce^  an  Enemy  to  us.  Hated  of  God^  Hurt- 
ful to  the  Co^nmonvfiealth,  6cc,  Ahd  the  Anfwer  is  in   thcfc   Words,  Lay   no 
^violent  hand  upon  hirh^  fnth  good  David,  but^  let  him    Live  until  God  ap- 
point and  work  his  End  either  by  Natt,fal  Death,  or  tn  War  by  lawful  Enemies^ 

^jotby  Traiterous  Suhjecfs Surely  no  mortal  Man  can  exprejs  with  Words, 

?ior  Conceive  in  wind  the  Horrible  and  moft  Dreadful  Damnation  that  fuch  be

All  this  Mr,  Ho adly  hzs  Subfc rib' d.  And  fays  now,  in  his  Meajures  0/ Sub" 
wijpon,  that  he  can  fee  nothing  here  againft:  the  Refifting  oi  Evil  Princes! 

And  this  very  Homily  is  particularly  Nam'd  and  Appointed  to  be  Read  everjr 
30th  of  January,  or  elfc  that  he  who  Officiates  (hall  compofe  a  Sermon  upon 
xhtfime  Argument.  How  Mrp  Hoadly  has  Obferv*d  this  Rubrick  is  Worth  the 
Enquiry  of  his  Superiors, 
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The  Defendant  doth  further  Reply  to  this  Ahfmr  of  the  PJamtif.y 
that  the  Worft  Governor  that  even  was  is  a  Terror^  to  many  ^vil  Works^  and^ 
Imfiaitely  more  for  the  QoQd  ot  the  People,  than  Rebillion,  Civil  IVar,  cr 
Anarchy. 

2,  To  the  fecond  Anfwer  of  the  Plain tifs  this  Defendant  doth  R^/?^,  Thae 
itfeems  a  pcrkdfefi,  or  Betrays  great  Want  of  Under fiandivg  in  tht  Plaint tffl. 
that  he  cannot  Diftinguifh  betwixt  being  an  Injlrument  of  G(?(?^toany  Man  (2^^ 
helping  him  out  of  ^  Ditch,  or  giving  him  a  Shilling)  and  being  the  Mini  ft  er  of 
God  to  EyitQMt^  Fengeanee,  &c*  This  is  Bantering  tht  Court,  and  deferves  ics^ 
Ciftfure, 
'f  5.  To  the  third,  this  Def en da7tt  doth  Reply,  That  Eeclejiaftical  Perfons  are 
Suhje^s  to  the  Civil  Poxoer.  and  as  fuch  Punijhabk  by  ir.  But  this  touches^' 
not  their  Spiritual  Authority,  which  they  Dcriye  ixomChrift  alone,  and  is  Sub^ 
jc6t  to  no  Power  upon  Earth. 

That  the  Per  Jon  of  a  MagHlrate  is  made  Superior  to  thofe  under  his  Jurifdiffi^ 
en.  by  the  Commijpon  he  has  received,  and  any  Fidence  or  Affront  Ofler'd  to^ 
him,  even  in  the  Undue  Execution  of  his  CommiJJion,  \i  ]vi{i\y  Punifhabk.  Any 
who  think  thcmfelves  j^ggrievd  by  him,  may  Appeal  to  an  Highor  Authoritj^ 
But  they  are  oblig'd  to  do  it  in  the  Perm  prefcrib'd,  and  not  to  make  thenr- 
felvcs  Judges  when  he  tranrgreffes  his  Commiffion,  far  lefs  to  offer  any  Violence  or 
Indignity  tovSLvds  bim,  for  that  RelJeds  upon  the  ConsmiJJion,  and  on  him  who 
Granted  it.  But  why  Qiou'd  not  Mr.  Hoadly  who  makes  the  Peeph  Superior  to 
Kings,  put  them  upon  an  Et^uality  and  Level  with  Inferior  Magiftrates  ? 

4,  To  the  Fourth  it  is  Replfd,  That  all  M^giftrates  A£l  by  Pivine  Confm 
wij^on.  But  in  Subordination.  The  Lower  is  Anfsfcrable  to  the  Higher,  tilt 
you  come  to  the  HigheB,  which  is  the  /0*»^,  and  he  is  yinfss>erable  to  none 
but  God,  from  whom  he  Rcceiv'd  his  Commijpon,  This  is  plainly  told  us  i  Pet^. 
ii»  13,  That  wc  aretoS«te;>,  whether  to  the  King  as  Supreme,  or  unto  G©- 
'i^ernours,  as  unto  them  that  arc  fent  by  Him.  This  Anfwer  of  the  Plaintiff's 
is  fo  heavily  P«/7,  thatitwoud  be  a  Shame  to  Reply  to  ir,  but  that  we  muft 
Anfwer  every  thing. 

,5.  To  the  Fifth,  That  the  Cafe  of  A/W»^jy  mKingot  Parent^  Is  a  Perfonai 
Incapacity  for  the  time.  But  no  Forfeiture  of  their  Authority.  When  Nebu» 
chadnezar^s  Reafon  return'd  to  him,  his  Lords  and  his  Councellers  fought  to 
him  again,  and  he  was  Confirm'd  in  his  Kingdom,  The  Tying  my  Father  i» 
his  Bed  in  a  Fever,  comes  under  no  Notion  of  Rejiftanee,  it  is  Helping  and  Serving 
him.  IfeenoufeMr.  Ibadly  ^nd  our  Refiftance-Men  can  make  of  this,  buc 
to  have  the  Liberty  to  call  their  King  ortiieir  Father  Mad  when  they  think  fit^ 
and  fo  to  get  loofe  from  their  Authority*  But  co  all  5c^r  Men  thefc  are  the 
Madmen* 

Thefe  are  all  the  Reafons  Mr.  Hoadly  has  given  to  make  Kings  Accountable 
to  the  People.  And  they  arc  all  that  [ie  has  Advanced  in  his  Meafures  of  Suh' 
mijfion,  belides  Repeating  them  forty  times  over,  Therefort  let  him  no  longer 
Complain  or  Boa^,  that  his  Precious  Book  is  not  Anfmer'd,  Let  him  tell  ii)« 
what  Part  of  it  is  not  Anjwerd  in  this. 

(IXj  He  next  comes  to  Prove  that  the  People  are  the  Original  of  Govern* 
ment.  But  this  he  do's  fo  faintly,  that  he  Dare  not  fo  much  Affert  it  in  Plain 
terras.  That  Notion  has  been  fo  Bafi^'d  by  his  Old  Friend  the  Rehearfal  (whom 
he  Scorns  to  Read,  yet  often  §iuotes)  that  he  now  only  Infnuates  and  Sqttims 
at  it.  it  is  no  ill  fpojc  to  fee  how  he  Mnmbhs  this  Tbifile*  In  p,  1  S.of  his  Confide^ 
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rations  he  wou'd  fain  have  It  pa(g,  That  when  a  Soldier  is  Ll^sd  he  Contra^s  to 
Expofehis  Life,  which  is  the  Argument  Mr.  Hoadly  makes  ufe  of  to  (hew  than 
a  Man  has  Power  over  hi.s  own  Life,     But  where  is  there  any  fuch  Contra^  to  be 
found  ?    Every  Government  has  Abfolure  Power    over  the  Lives   as  well  as 
Eftates  of  all  their  SubpBs,  without  asking  their  Leave,  or   making  any  Cow- 
/r/i^7  with  them.     They  are  iSor/i  in  SuhjeBion,  without  Conditions,     Nor  arc 
there  any  made  with  a  6o/iaf/>r.     Men  take  to  that  fr^^^  as  to  others,  for  their    „ 
own  Advantage  ;  And  if  they  are  not  Willing,  the  Government  will  take  them,.- 
by  the  Neck  and  Prefs  them  to  ihtWar.     Has  my  Lord  Marlborough  a  Deed  c( 
Conveyance  to  (hew  from  any  Soldier  in  his  Army,  whereby    the  Soldier  do's 
tiansfcr  to  his  Gr^ce  the  Natural  Right  he  had  over  his  own  Life  ?  This  is  • 
Wretched  Stuff  I  Thus  Mr.  Hoadly  endeavours   to  Banter  the  Mobb.     But  if  ha  * 
do's  not  Undcrftand  it  himfelf,  he ihou'd  have  ftay*d  longer  at  SchoolbdovthQ 
fet  up  for  a  Corrector  o^Bifkopsl  And  my  Lord  Bifhop  oi Exeter  his  Argument, 
that  no  Man  having  Power  over  his  own  Life,  cou'd  not  Transfer  it  to  another, 
and  therefore  that  the  Power  o£Life  and  Death  coud  not  be  convey 'd  to  the 
Magiflrate  from  the  People^  ftands  dill  an  Invincible  Proof  againft  that  Mob- 
Notion  of  the  People  being   the  Original  of  Government,  notwithflanding  Mr. 
Hoadlfs  pretty  Device  of  a  ^aMfrTransfering  the  Right  he  had  over  his  own 
Life  to  his  King  or  General ! 

(X)  But  Mr.  Hoadly  being  a  little B^y^/'i/ upon  t\i\sTopick,  is  Fled  with  the 
Men  of  the  Rights  zo^  more  fenfelefs  Refuge,  which  is.  The  Right  they  fup- 
pofe  a  Man  may  have  tho'  not  over  hi^  own  Life,  yet  over  the  Life  of  ano- 
thor  Man  in  Defence  of  his  own  Life.  This  fine  new  Schems  you  will  find  in  that 
now  Celebrated  Book,  Ironically  cM'^,  The  Rights  of  the  Chrifiian  Church  Af 
ferted,  p.  lo.  of  the  Introdu^lion  of  thc/r/?  Edition,  Whence  Mr.  Hoadly  h^iS 
Tranfcrib'd  it,  and  fcts  it  down,  p.  19.  ot  his  Conftderations,  as  his  fecond  An- 
fwev  to  the  B/fiop^  in  Cafe  the /^j>/?  (hou'd  fail,  of  every  Man's  having  Power 
over  his  own  Life.  Which,  fays  Mr.  Hoadly,  is  of  fmall  Importance  to  thii 
^uefiion,  whether  a  Man  have  Power  over  his  owh  Life,  or  no  :  iffo  b^ 
that  he  appears  to  have  it  ^  in  fome  particular  Cafes  ^  over  the  Life  of  others, 
.  But  what  are  thefe  Particular  Cafes  ?  If  a  Man  Aflfault  my  Life^  and  I  take 
his  in  my  own  Defence,  if  I  cannot  fave  my  fdf  othewife  j  is  this  having  any 
Power  OY  Authority  to  Difpofe  of  his  Life  as  I  think  fie,  or  to  Fote  it  away  ac 
my  Pleafure  ?  Iffo,  then  he  has  the  fame  Power  over  my  Life,  and  may  take 
it  even  by  vfSiy  of  Prevention,  tho'  I  do  not  Meddle  with  him  if  he  fays  he's 
-^/r^/Wl  (hou'd  fall  upon  hiai,  for  he  is  ^^^^^^  of  his  own  Fears,  ^th'isis  Hobbs 
his  State  of  Nature^  and  (hews  all  A/^w/&/w^ftandmg  every  Man  mth  his  Dagger 
at  his  Neighbor's  Throat,  by  way  of  Self  Defence  I  But  even  in  this  Cafe  here 
is  no  Authority  among  any  or  all  of  thefc.  And  is  it  fo  that  Mr.  Hoadly  cannot 
fee  the  Difference  betwixt  a  Phyfical  ?  ewer  and  Legal  j^uthorityl  When  we 
fay  that  a  man  has  not  Power  over  his  owa  Life,  do  we  mean  that  he  cannoc 
/07/ himfelf?  No  furely,  but  that  if  he  do's  he  Commits  a  Sin,  becaufe  Ga^ 
has  «oc  given  him  Authority  fo  to  do.  But  if  Mr.  Hoadly  knows  that  the 
Word  Power  is  fometimes  us'd  to  mean  only  Force  or  Strength,  andfometimes 
to  mean  a  Juftand  Lawful  jiuthority  jchen  he  ftudioufly  and  onPurpofe  fets  hira- 
iclfto5/»w^er  Mankind,  by  th^  Sound  onXy  of  th\s  Word,  But  in  this  Contro- 
verfy,  where  we  fay  a  Man  Can  or  Cannot  do  fuch  a  thing,  we  Mean  what  ht 
^au  or  Cannot  dojufily  and  LawfiiHy^    What  trouble  are  we  fui  to,  jpiJiake 


tAr.  Hoadly  fpeak  tlonefllfov  Intelligibly  in  this  Matter !  I  put  it  not  upon  his 
JgitQrance  ;  That  is  hot  his  F^dult,  and  will  noc  be  his  Excufe, 

Now  I  fay,  That  none  has  or  can  have  any  Poxoer  or  Authority  but  what  13 
given  him  by  fome  other,  except  Go^alone,  who  is  the  fole  Fountain  of  all  Pom^ 
^r  and  Authority  on  Earth  2l'5  well  as  in  Heaven.  And  therefore  that  Gc^  noc 
having  given  Man  Ppip^r  over  his  QWcyLife^  nor,  in  his  Natural  State,  over  rhe 
Life  ofany  other  Man  ;  Confequently  the  Power  of  Life  and  Death  ('which  is 
Neceflary  in  ^Government)  cou'd  never  come  from  the  Gift  or  Grant  of  the 
People  in  their  Natural  State.  But  that  the  poficive  Inftitution  of  God  is  ne- 
ccfljiry  to  Found  Government^  and  Invefl:  Magistrates  w'nh  tht  Power  o£ Life 
and  Death,  And  that  wirhous  this,  no  Obligation  of  Ca«/^/(?«^^  can  be  laid  up- 
on any  Man  to  Submit  to  any  Government  whatfocver.  For  no  Man  can  fo 
DifpofeofhisN'jrMJ'^/R^g;^^  but  that  he  may  r^y^w^  it  again,  when  he  fees  it 
reafonahle  and  Neceffarj  for  his  own  Prefervation.  Of  which  he  only  him  elf 
is  Judge,  And  therefore  that  Government  cou'd  never  be  founded  upon  this 
imaginary  Independent  State  of  Nature  -^  nor  cou'd  SuljfB  if  it  were  fb.  Buc 
that  wemuft  fearch  up  to  the  Original  and  firft  I?2/litution  of  Govermnent  by 
G(?^Himfelf.  And  there  only  (hall  we  find  the  Authority  o£  Govtr?iwent,  and 
tht  O^ligasion  upon  our  cmCcience  o(  Sv.bmhting  to  it,  as  to  the  Ordhiance  of 
God.  and  as  to  his  Authority  Delegated  to  Men  j  So  that  they  who  reffi,  reftji 
not  Men  but  God. 

Cxi.)  You  fay  to  the  Bi(hop,  p.  20.  Tour  Lordjhip  manifefily  puts  the  cafe 
vorongy  when  you  fay  that  a  private  man  woud  be  a  murderer,  fhot^d,  he  of  his 
omi  Head  kill  even  a  tnalefa^or.    For,   (fiy  you)  tho'*  this  may  pojjthly  be  true^ 
tnfomecajes^  juppofing  a  Government  fixed,  yet  fuppofing  no  fixed  civil  Govern^ 
^^nt,  this  is  fo  far  from  being  True,  that  he  woii*d  be  a  public k  BenefaBor,  who 
/^ou'dkillapuhlick  Enemy — And  another  might  think  the  malefaBor  ai)  Honefter 
Man  (than  him  who  killed  him,  and  for  the  fame  Reafon  might   knock  the 
Executioner  o*ch*  Headj  andanother  on  t\\QE:>cecutioner^s  Side  run  the  other  zealot^ 
through,and  fo  on  to  the  End  of  the  Chapter,  All  Zealots,  and  all  Murthering  one 
another,  for  the  Publick-.Goodl  Of  which  every  one  is  as  muoh  Judge  as  another. 
But  hark  you,  Mr.  Hoadly,  were  not  you  afliam'd  to  Aide  in    this   Senfelefs 
Notion  of  the /w^d^^w^^wf  State  of  Nature,  which  you  dare  not  Defend.^  It  has 
been  CoBaffied,  {o  Exposed,  that  no  Man  of  Gommon  Senfe  will  ever  mention 
it  any  more.     I  know  you  are  well  read    in  Hiftory.     Pray   then  (hew  us  the 
Time  when  there  was  no  Government  in  the  World,  and  who  it  was  that  firft  i^- 
troduc'd  it  among  mankink  ?   The   Profani  Hiflories  will  not    help  you,  i^g 
they   all  fpeak   of  Government  as  a  thing  Fixed  und  SettVd.     They  men r ion 
no  Times  wherein  it  was  nor  tell  who  did  begin  it.     The  firil  Words  of  Juftiif 
his  Hiftory  are  thefe,   Principio  rerum  Nationumque  Ir/jperium  penes  Reges  erat, 
Thzz  from  the  Beginning  of  things  and  of  Nat  ions  ^    the  Goverment  v^as  ir% 
Kings.     Thus'  they  found  it.     And  they  knew  of  no  Times ^    when    it   wa$ 
not  fo. 

And  if  you  go  from  them  to  the  Holy  Scriptures,  there  you  will  find  Go- 
vernment^^Old  as  Adam,  who  wasUniverfal  Father  ^^^6.  Kings.  And  from  him 
tf>  this  Day,  you  will  not  find  fuch  an  Indepent  State  q£  Mankind' us  you  fiupid- 
ly  imagine.  Buc  you  (hou'd  Shew  it  and  Prove  it  very  well,  before  you  make 
it  a  Topick  to  Argue  from.  You  fhou'd  lay  your  Foundation  fomcwbac  furer, 
ilfe  all  your  B///7^/>/^  comes  to  the  Ground. 

But  fpcalung  of  this  Independent  State,  where  there  is  no  Qivil  GovernmsrJ 
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ata^^  yf^uFay,  ^.  zi.  And  fome  fuch  there  /tcfualtyfyet  areinth  Wildneffeiof 
the  Earth.  And  fo  the  Point  is  Proved,  But,  Sir,  was  ir  too  much  Trouble  for 
you  CO  Name  (amQ  oHht{^  Wildnsjfes  whether  other  Peoples  Travels  have  not 
Carry'd  them  ?  We  found  Government  among  the  barbarous  Indians  in  America^ 
And  they  had  Great  Kings  among  them,  who  Defended  their  Country  againft 
the  Spaniards,  And  where  we  Trade  at  Guinea  in  Africa  they  have  Kings, 
who  fell  us  the  Ulacks  they  take  in  War  from  each  o  her.  The  very  Hottentotes 
at  the  Cape  o^Good  hope  have  Government  among  them.  Ai  d  thefe  are  the 
TVitdeji  in  the^  World.  So  that  Mr,  Hoadlj  muft  go  to  Tome  of  his  mldmjjer 
about  the  Owr^r,  to  find  his  Independent  State,  for  it  is  not  upon  the  Faaoi 
the  Earth,  But  let  him  have  a  Care  that  feme  of  his  Acquaintance  in  that  CouH-^ 
try  have  not  M»(inform'd  him,  for  HeS  it  fclf  cou'd  not  fubfift  without  Go-  ^ 
*vernment,  and  if  its  Kingdom  w^rt  Divided  again  ft  it  felf  it  cou'd  not  ftand. 

Buciuppofe,  Mr.  Hoadly,  your  (Vildnefs  (hou  duke,  and  you  cou'd  Difcover 
feme  fucb  Country  of  Independents  a  Mile  beyond  Terra  Incognita^  what  wou'd 
you  do  with  it  ?  What  ufe  wou'd  you  make  of  it  ?  Wou'd  you  Play  it  againft  al^ 
the  yet  known  rTarW,  and  take  your  Notions  of  N^^«r^  from  thence?  Wou'd 
you  give  us  Rules  of  Government  from  thofe  who  never  had  any  ?  Let  thofc 
who  love  this  Independent  State  and  Original  Freedom  Tranfport  themfclves 
thither,  and  leave  us  our  World  in  Peace  and  §luietnefs.  Which  it  never 
will  be  while  thefe  Men  live  in  it,  and  there  are  Fools  to  be  GulFd  by  them. 

Now  left  Mr.  Hoadly  (hoyxd  not  know  his  own   Country,    V\\  Dcfcribc  it  to     . 
him.     Its  Name  is  Choas.     And  Situated  out  of  the  Creation,  which  it  Com- 
plains of  as  an  Encroachment  upon  its  Territories,  ThQ  Inhabitant s^re  pre  ada* 
TTiiteSy  for  their  are  none  other  without  Government.     They  have  all  one  Name^ 
vhich  is  yfw^and  every  one  likings  whence  their  Government  (for  they  alio 
have  a  Shadow  of  it)  is  called  Anarchy.     They  Worfhip  two  Idals,  own  is  calld 
Belial  the  God  of  Liberty,  the  other  Beelzebub  the  God  o^ Flies,  for  thefe  Inha- 
hitants  arc  a  great  Swarm  of  Flies,  running  through  one  another  in  confufton, 
without  zny  Superiority  or  fubje^ion  among  them,  and  their  Tumultuary  B«s:.« 
xscaird  the  Foice  of  the  People,     They  have  a  high  Prieft  call'd   Ignorance  ^hich 
hthe  mother  o( their  Devotion,  and  Continually  Prays  for  hii  own  Efiabli/h- 
Tnent,  and  the  Encreafe  'of  Anarchy,     There  is  the  full  Liberty  for  the  Pfefs, 
unlefs  you  Name  rule  or  Order  or  Government^  this  tbey  will    not  bear,  they    • 
call  it  clipping  their  Wings  and   Introdu£livc  of  Arbitrary  Power,     But  it  is 
High'Treajon  to  Pronounce  the  Word  Principle^  inflread  of  which    they  always 
Read  Precedents,     Oi  which  they  have  very  Ancient  ones.     They  once  Rais'd 
a  civil  (Var  in  Heaven,  but  were  Worfted  there,  and  ever  (ince  Hate  the  name 
e^MonJirchy,     But  they  have  made  great  Inroads  u^on  Earthy  among  ih^Greeks 
and  i^OTW^Ti/ formerly,  and  now  in  Pa//i»^,  Spain,  Hambourght,  &c.  they  once 
had  England  in  their  Poifeflion,  and  hope  to  have  it  fo  again,  and  to  Perpetuate 
thQir  Juccejfion,     For  which  End  they  have  feiz'd  fume  of  our  Churches,  as  5f . 
Peter:  Poor,  &c.     And  the  Pulpit  beats  time  to  the  (candalous  club  oifcriblers    , 
for  Anarchy,     And  a  Bi/hop  is  knock'd  down,  for  putting  us  in  Mind  o^Divini. 
right,  and  Preaching  the  DoSrine  of  our  Church  I  Bat  I  muft  go  oi>  with 
Mr.  Hoadly, 

He  gives  afecond  Reafon  p.  21.  how  Private  wm  may  kill  ^Malefa£for^ 
even  out  othls  Chaos,  and  where  there  is  a  fettl'd  Government.  And  in  the  cafe 
(&ys  he)  ofafuddain  and  FioUnt  At  tacky  upon  their  Lives  and  the  Lives  of 

their 
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their  famly^  in  which  an  Appeal  cannot  foon  enough  he  made  to  the  Magu 
firate^  they  have  a  Natural  right  to  KiU  the  Attemfters,  &c 

And  why  fo  ?  Becaufe  the  Attempters  had  no  yluthority  over  chem.    What  has 
this  to  do  with  the  refifting  of  Lawful  Magiftrates  ? 

But  fccondly.  This  Natural  right  to  Refift  robbers  and  cut  Throats  comes  not 
to  me  from  any  other  Man,  by  his  Grant  ot  concejjton,  elfe  ic  were  not  Natural 
to  me  Andfinceno  Man  can  give  to  another  more  than  he  has  himfelf,  Cotx- 
iexjiVcntly  ail  that  (by  this  Argument  can  be  Transfer'd  to  Magiftrates  i^th 
the  People  is  only  to  Refift  Vtolmt  zndjudden  attempt  (fo  fudden  by  the  ^'vvay 
as  that  the  Magiftrate  cani^ot  be  AppeaKd  to)  but  what  is  this  to  thcTryi^g  of 
caufes  and  hearing  y^ppeals  ih  Cold  blood?  Which  is  the  proper  Work  of  Magi- 
firates,  and  Requires  a  SettFd  Juihority,  which  only  can  be  by  Qommijfion  from 
fome  who  have  Authority  to  give  fuch  a  Commiffion.  And  that  can  be 
given  by  none  who  have  noc  a  N,afuralK\g\\t  over  the  Lives  ofall  that  are  made 
fuhjeE^  to  fuch  an  Anthority  and  that  is  none  but  God.  Therefore  his  Anthority 
mud  be  (hew'd,  and  the  Deputation  of  it  from  thefe  to  whom  he  gave  it  to  o- 
thers  under  them.  For  the  C^^c  oi Self  defence  zg'3i\t\&  thofc  who  have  no  Au^ 
tbority  at  aH,a8  I  have  before  (hew'd.Or  if  it  didneed  Authority  it  has  the  Authori'^ 
ty  of  all  the  Governments  in  the  World,becau(c  all  do  Allow  ir.But  none  will  allow 
^Private  Man  to  JudgCy  Q^ndemn^  strid  Execute  z  Malefa^or,  for  that  woifd 
be  CO  DifTolve  all  Government  And  therefore  the  Bijhops  Argument  was  Pertinent 
aud  Strong,  That  a  Private  Man  not  having  Authority  tb  Kill  a  malefa&or^ 
i5icws  invincibly  that  this  Authority  comes  not  form  Nature,  or  by  the  Authority 
of  the  People^  who  have  »o  facU  Authority  thcmfelves.  If  they  have  it  from 
'Nature^  then  every  Man  has  it  as  well  as  they,  and  fo  needs  None  of  their  u4«- 
thority.  And  they  Pretend  to  it  by  Particular  Qommijfion  from  God,  let  thent 
fliew  if,  an    the  Difpute  will  foow  be  at  an  End, 

And  now  this  Cafe  being  fo  Plain,  pray,  Mr.  Eoadly  what  Reafon  had  you 
to  Triumph  over  the  B//^tfj>  at  fuch  a  Rate  as  you  do^  p.  rz,  upon  this  Argu- 
ment, and  fay  to  him,  I  cannot  help  expr effing  jome  aflomfhment  to  find  a  per- 
fin  of  Tour  LordJl:ipsJudg7nent  and  great  abilities,  overlooking  all  this  [xhztis^ 
your  A^rgumsnt  of  Self  Defence  I  have  Quotedj  /ind  content  ujg  your  felf  with 
bare  affirmations  to  the  contrary,  I  confcfs  the  ajiomfi^ment  is  not  fo  Great 
to  find  you  Kj^a^r  fo /7;/«///7f^/^  when  there  was  fo  little  Caufe  for  it.  And 
if  you  fee  it  not,  ycc  others  will,  and  put  it  among  the  Red  of  your  Wild* 
nejfes. 

(XIIJ  Butyou  are  us*d  to  this  is  way  and  this  bur  a  fmall  matter  to  you,  who 
in  the  Preface  to  y out  ?&eajures  of  SnbwiJionwuWxQ  your  (t; If  for  being  cejifm'd 
by  the  Lower  Houfe  o{ Convocation,  and  fay,  /  cannot  hut  efteem  it  an  Honour 
tobe  cenfurdby  tbofe  t»ho  have  offered  the  great  eft  iytdignities  to  the  highefi 
and  Worthieii  Perfons  in  the  Church  'y  and  I  affure  them,  that  I  have  a  greater 
Sat  is  fusion  in  their  Difpleafure,  than  Ifhouddo  in  ther  approbation. 

Sir,  I  will  noc  enter  into  the  Difpute  of  the  Intermediate  Sejjrons  which  yoi! 
give  as  the  Caufc  of  this  contempt  you  put  upon  the  Lower  Houfe  ofconvocatiofi^ 
which  is  xhoBody  repreftntative  ofall  the  Inferior  C/^r^y.  But  whence  came  your 
authority  to  cenjure  them  as  yoii  do,  and  call  them  Rebels  ?  Was  this  from  your 
Natural  right o( Self Defencebcc2Li\Cethty  h^d  cenjurd  you  for  your  Falfe  and 
UpfoundDoBrines  ?

But  it  has  had  a  different  Effedl 
with  Mr.  Headly,  who  has  begun  to  Attack  that  Order  which  he  before  made  ufc 
of  to  Screen  him  from  thejuft  Cenfyres  of  the  Bady  of  the  Inferior  Clergy  ;  and 
now,  his  Turn  being  ferv'd,  a  Bijhop  is  no  more  to  him  than  anotlier  Man  !  Buc 
he  cannot  Help  it,  for  What  U  bred  in  the  Bone^^  will  never  ottt  of  the  Plefh. 
And  he  ipuft  Hackney  it  on  f  I  am  afraid  )  as  long  as  he  (hall  liye.  For^the 
Sham-Proof  Armour  o£  Infilence  which  the  Diffenters  firft  put  on  in  theirlDif- 
putes  again  the  Church,\s  hardly  ever  Worn  ofT,  let  them  take  to  ^hat  fide  they 
vill.  The  Mother  of  this  Achilles  dipt  hiinwhen  Toitng  over  Head  and  Ears  in. the 
River  Styx,  whence  he  fmells  ot  Brtmflone  to  this  Day,  and  is  become  Jftvulner" 
able  !  Inftead  of  being  movd  or  mortiffd  with  the  cenfurei  of  his  Brethren  the 
Inferior  Clergy  raet  in  Convocationjue  Turns  upon  them,  and  tells  them/^(7p  they 
Dare  ask  ^uijiions  with  a  Dirty  Face  ?  M^hilfi  (  fays  he  in  the  forefaid  Pre^ 
face  )  their  very  Sejjions  are  held  in  Defiance  to  their  Arch-Ei/hop^s  Author $ty  ; 

and  themjehes  are  A^ually  in  Rebellion  againft  the  befl  of  Governors —  I 

cannot  but  thi?ik  it  woud  be  more  for  their  Honour  to  return  to  their  own  Duty^ 
than  to  put  others  in  mind  of  theirs  ^Who  have  as  much  Authority  to  cen- 

jure  them,  as  they  have  to  cenfure  their  Neighbours  and  if  they  fioud  take  it  a-

Thar'?  my  Man !  Let  not  your  Noble  courage  be  cafi  down,  faid  Chiron  to  his 
P  upil  Achilles^  Nor  flop  at  your  fellow  Presbyters,  who  Durft  be  fo  Sawcy  to 
fenfure  yom'  Performances  —^  I  Cce  yoU  do  not,  for  upon  Cccond  co?ifider  at  ions 
you  have  here  Pay'd  z  Publick  refpecf  to  one  not  the  Meanefi  of  the  Highefi  Or- 
der'nkK.  And  tho*  you  will  be  r^-TT/^rV  by  none,  you  here  (hew.  That  the 
iSigheji  are  no:  free  fiom  your  cenfure  I  --  yet  1  (hall  Efcapc  becaufe  I  am  the 
Meanefi,  and  nor  Worth'Jour  While,for  as  you  Conclude  your  Pref^ce^  I  fhonld 
have  enough  to  do  (  fay  you  j  to  regard  the  Infults  find  Mifreprejenta^tions  of  e- 
very  Scurrilous  Pen.  Indeed  fo  you  wou'd  I  But  I  hope  you  will  not  take  my 
Jefting  with  you  for  Scurrility,  left  others  migiit  think  you  do  it  on  Purpofe  to 
Avoid  giving  any  Anfwer  !  And  that  you  wou  d  throw  me  off  as  you  havd  done 
fhQ  Rehearja I  in  this  i'^me  preface^  where  you  fay,

I  fee  Mr,  Hoadly,  you  can  be  Merry^  and  Joke  a  little  fometimes^  therefore 
you  are  not  to  take  it  amifs,  if  one  ufe  a  little  Plcafantry  in  yoiir  Company. 
Bat  bow  cai^ie  the  Rehearfal  to  be  a  Non  juror  for  what  he  faid  againft  yoiir  Ser- 
won,  more  than  the  Lower  Houfe  q£  Convocation  I  Will  you  bring  them  all  un- 
dy:  tHc  km^  (ond^muati^n  ?^  ^  but

But  agaia,  had  yqu  all  that  you  have  frequently  §lupted  out  of  the  RehearfaU 
fomecimes  the  very  IVerds,  had  you  all  this  only  from  your  Informers  ?  And  had 
you  never  the  Mertif  cation  to  Read  one  of  thefe  Papers  your  felf  ?  Be  not  y^n- 
gry,  I  mean  you  no  Affront,  for  as  Good  Men  have.  And  I  hold  you  a  Shilling 
yoa  have  coo,  rho'  it  is  not  Condftenc  with  your  Gravity  to  own  ic.  But  be  noc 
Afbarndy  I  have  Read  forae  qf  them  my  felf.  And  I  tell  you  what  others  as  well 
as  I  think.  That  tho'  he  talks  pretty  Familiarly  with  you,  yet  that  ther  are  fome 
things  in  it  which  Defcrve  your  Confideration,  And  in  Qiort,  That  they  are  a 
full  Anfwer  to  your  Meafures  of  SubmiJJton^  and  all  your  Sermons  upon  thac 
Head.  And  your  faying  tb^t  you  Scorn  lo  Read  them,  is  taken  only  as  a  Pre- 
tence, becaufe  you  cannot  Anfiper  them.  I  have  heard  fome  fay.  That  ic  was 
like  a  Bird,  who  when  he  Hides  his  Head,  thinks  no  body  Sees  him. 

[Xlli.]  But  to  Return  and  be  5^m«;,  if  you  think  this  not  ^o^  I  have  En- 
dcavour'd,  with  all  the  charity  I  can,  to  find  out  your  Meaning,  Mr.  Hoadly^ 
M'piin  this  {Mh']Q^o£  Government,  And  I  fancy  I  have  found  it:  I  refer  it  to 
your  fclf  whether  I  be  Right  or  not.  And  firft  I  cannqt  but  fuppofe  that  yoa 
arc  Graveii'dat  the  Arguments  have  been  brought  againft  you,  as  to  the  Divini 
Original  ot  Government,  and  its  Obligation.  Other  wife  you  Wou'd  have  An* 
fwer^d  them  which  you  Plainly  have  Avoided  to  do.  And  I  take  the  Matter  to 
be  thi3.  That  you  cannot  away  with  the  Thought  of  Abfolutc  Subjeciion,  and 
that  he  fhou'd  be  call M  the  Minifter  oiGod,  who  A6ts  contrary  to  His  Will,  as 
it  God  gave  CommiJJion  to  any  to  break  His  Commands.  This  you  think  mofl 
Abfurd.  And  thac  men  (hou'd  be  Ty'd  to  ObediencCy  upon  the  Notion  of  Diving 
Right  in  the  Magijirate,  at  leaft  to  Non  rejtjiante,  when  he  openly  TranfgrefTes 
the  Law  o£God,  and  turps  th^t  Power  given  him  for  the  Prefervation  of  the 
Society^  Manifeftly  to  its  Ruir;  and  Defiru^ion» 

To  Remedy  all  which,  you  think  it  is  better  Confulted  for  the  Public k  Good^ 
That  the  Magistrate  (hou'd  have  no  Pretence  to  Divine  Right,  but  in  fo  far  as 
that  may  be  fuppos'd  in  the  Elefiion  of  the  People,  and  that  the  People  fhouM 
have  the  Liberty  o£  Refiiiance,  and  even  to  Dgpofe  and  condemn  the  Magijlrate^ 
when  he  A<^s  contrary  to  the  Ends  of  liis  Inflitntion^  and  to  Chufe  another, 
when  they  think  it  moft  Beneficial  tot  the  Good  of  ehe  Community.  And  this 
'  you  fuppofe  wou'd  make  the  Magi  fir  ate  more  Careful  in  his  Adminiftration  of 
JuBice,  and  afford  the  5«^j^^  better  Remedy  againft  any  Unjufi  Sen te7iceot  his. 

The  Difference  then  betwixt  your  Scheme  o{  Go vernmenP  and  Mine,  wiJl  be 
eafily  underftood  by  the  Difference  betwixt  a  Judge  yelled  wirh  Authority,  by  a 
Pon?^?*  Superior  to  me,  to  whiph  my  confent  is  noc  Ask*d,  nor  wou'd  ic  Signify 
any  thing  if  I  refused  it:  And  a  R^f^r^^  Chofen  by  both  Parties,  who  has  no 
Authority  but  wb^t  is  given  him  by  our  confent^  and  againft  whofe  Vnjuft  A- 
wardwQ  have  a  Proper  llemeSy,  for  that  he  is  not  Abfolnte  2ind  Arbitrary,  nor 
can  Enforce  his  Award  by  Imprijonmsnt  or  o:\\ev  Punijhment  for  Concempc  of 
*  his   Authority,  &c.  -  . 

I  think,  sir,   the  Cafe  is  fairly  put,  and  with  all  the  Advanpgc  to  your  Hy* 
^(Tthefis  that  you  your  felf  can  put  it. 

■  ,  Now  by  the  Jifdge !  I  mean  the  Magifirat^ve^e^  with  divine  Author ity,zgi^n(i. 
wnora  therefore  all  ^.ejifiance  is  a  Sin.  And  by  the  Referee  I  mean  the  Magz- 
jfrate  as  Chpfen  by  the  People,  Accountable  to  them,  and  Dcpofable  by  them, 
^o  thac  the  Magiftrates  are  the  Referees,  but  the  People  the  Umpire.  The  lait 
jfippeal  is  to  Them  m  the  one  Cafe,  and  to  to  the  Ktng  in  the  other. 

And  in  this  (tate  of  things,  you  and  I  have  a  Suit  depending  for  ^11  vi^c  hav3 
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in  the  World,  or  you  prefer  a  capital  Accufetion  againft  me,  or  I  againft  you. 
And  fuppofc  xhtKeferee  gives  his  Axoard  or  Sentence  againft  me.  1  will  take 
the  Hard  part  upon  my  felt;  and  make  my  Defence  in  your  Wards  and  upon  your 
Principles,  thus,  and  fay  to  the  ?.efere€.  Sir,  I  will  not  Abide  by  your  Award, 
nor  Snmir  to  your  Seittence,  for  thefe  Rcafons. 

I.  Becaufe  you  have  no  Authority  over  me  but  what  I  gave  you.  And  no  Man 
c^w  fuppofe  that  ever  /  did  Intend  to  Ruin  and  Deftroy  my  Self  by  chufing  you 
for  my  Referee.  No,  it  was  to  do  me  JufiicCy  and  for  SilfPrefervation,  againlt 
xhe  Unjuft  Attempts  of  Mr.  Hsadly  upon  me.  But  you  have  done  quite  other* 
wife,  and  inftead  o( Protesting  me,  for  which  End,  I  chofe  you,  you  have  Mani- 
fcftlydoneme  Jnjufiice,  andOpprefsd  me  j  therefore  the  fame  Self  Preferva^ 
tion  which  made  me  chufe  you  for  my  Referee,  Obliges  me  now  to  Recal  my  cou- 
fent,  and  I  will  make  a  New  choice.  Any  Man  may  be  Miftaken  in  his  choice, 
and  no  Rap  or  Indifcreet  A£l  can  take  -away  th  Natural-right  of  SclfPreferva- 
Hon,  nor  muft  any  Surprize  debar  a  Man  from  the  Liberty  of  altering  his  Opi* 
nion  upon  better  Information,  That  wou'd  be  to  take  away  the  ufe  of  Reafon 
from  us,  and  to  Submit  our  felves  Blindfold  to  the  mere  Arbitrary,  Abfolure  and 
Defpotical  W^;^  of  another,  tho' never  fo  Apparently  Unjufi  znd  Tyrannical. 

z,  Befides  Sir,  yo  were  a  very  Juft  Honeft  Man  when  I  chofe  you  for  my  R^- 
fer-ee,  at  leaft  I  thought  fo.  But  fincc  you  have  got  into  Power,  you  are  quite 
Alter  d.  Lean  Prove  \U  you  have  taken  Bribes,  and  make  not  the  I#«w  your 
Rule,  bu  Govern  by  your  Meer  Arbitrary  IVill^nd  Pleafure.  And  you  have  many 
Evil  Counfellors  too,  who  for  their  own  Ends,  and  to  Enrich  themfelves,  Per- 
fwadc  and  Lead  you  to  do  many  OppreJJive  things,  and  to  the  Hurt  of  the  conj- 
munity,  for  wbofe  go^d  you  were  chofen.  Your  very  Servants  TTRA  NNIZ  E 
over  us'  and  we  cannot  come  at  you  without  putting  Money  in  their  Pockets, 
and  who  give  moft  are  Beft  heard.  Thefe  are  Grievous  things,  and  quite  Diffe- 
rent from  the  Enda  of  your  confittutipn.  And  therefore  finceyou  have  Altered,  I 
may  Alter  too,  and  Recal  my  confent,  which  I  hereby  do,  and  Renounce  you 
from  being  any  longer  a  Referee  for  me. 

3  I  App  ai  from  your  Unjuft  Award  to  the  Umpire,  that  is,  the  People*  fJo 
Man  can  Deny  me  this.  And  if  you  over-rule  me  hdrc.  you  are  a  Traitor  and 
a  Rebel  againft  the  People,  by  whofe  Authority  you  Govern,  and  you  Refufc  to 
be  Accountable  to  them,  and  therefore  have  Forfeited  your  commiffion^  And 
you  are  no  longer  Superior  to  me  than  while  you  continue  in  the  Due  Execution 
0f  the  O  fee  you  are  caWd  to.  And  as  Mr.  Hoadly  fays,  ^.ii.  In  all  cafes  when 
the  Danger  is  Imminent,  Violence  is  to  be  RepeWdwith  Violence,  and  the  fame 
behaviour  which  is  allowed  in  the  cafe  of  Equals, 

Now,  Mr.  Hoadly,  Judge  for  your  felf.  Is  not  this  the  End  of  your  Scheme 
of  Governmlnt  ?  Can  you  put  it  any  otherwife  ?  If  yon  allow  of  Appeals  to  the 
People,  that  is,  to  Every  body,  is  not  this  direa  Anarchy  ?  And  if  you  Allow  ic 
not,  then  your  Referee  is  as  Abfolute  as  my  Judge.  If  the  Lafi  refort  be  in  the 
fiing,  there  is  an  End  of  controverfy  ofz  way  or  other  j  and  tho*  an  unjuft  Dc^ 
cm  may  be  given  in  fome  Cafes,  yet  iii  the  main  it  is  tor  the  Good  and  Benefit 
of  the  community,  and  preferves  them  ia  Peace^tid  Order.  But  if  the  Lafi  refort 
bs  in  the  People,  there  is  no  End  o£  controverfy  at  all,  but  Epdiefs  and  Uore- 
mediable  confufton.  And  you  not  only  put  all  Mankind  upon  tii€:XtfW  at  the 
keginning,  but  you  continue  them  fo,  and  make  it  impoflible  for  them  ever  to 
be  otherwife.  For  to  whom  the  Ian  Appeal  lies,  may  always  Superfede  the  Sen-  • 
ttnce.  or  ftop  the  Proceedings  of  all  Inferior,  Qd\\  themeiiher  Judges  oi:  Referees. 
■  -  ■  Sq 
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So  that  you  have  palnM  nothing  by  divefting  the  MagiJIrate  o{ divine^ight^  For 
without  a  LaH  refort  there  can  be  no  Government :,  And  if  this  be  in  the  People,, 
there  is  ftill  no  GovernmenP  :  And  if  yoa  (lop  fhort  of  all  the  People,  then 
wherever  it  refts,  there  is  A^folute,  Unaccoanta^le,  ^c.  And  had  we  not  as 
good  have  this  with  divine  Right,zn6be  cntitul'd  to  the  ProteBion  oiGod,  who 
tells  that  the  Heart  of  the  King  is  in  his  Hands  j  as  to  have  the  fame  y^bfolute- 
fiefs  without  any  Kight  at  all,  and  in  Oppofition  to  the  Ordittance  of  God^  and 
liable  to  his  Judgment Sy  for  our  Self-rsfilly  and  going  out  of  His /^^j' to  find  B^* 
Paths  of  our  own  ;  wherein  He  often  permits  us  to  tailc  our  Folly  j  in  Mercy^ 
if  we  repent,  and  to  our  De^ruBion  if  wc  pcrfift. 

Mr.  Hoadly,  I  have  us'd  more  Words  to  you,  than  I  wou'd  with  another  Man, 
to  make  this  exceeding  Plain  to  you.  But  it  flill  you  cannot  Apprehend  it,  yec 
I  hope  every  other  Man  in  England  will*  And  be  no  more  led  through  your 
Mazes  into  the  Wildnefes  of  your  Ch/nos  5  whofe  confiitution  is  perpetual  R^/- 
ling,  and  to  have  no  End  o£ controverjy  or  confujton. 

If  I  be  not  Right,  pray  flicw  me  where  you  Place  the  laft  refort  ;  and  if  that 
be  not  Abfolute  and  XJnaccottntablt  ?  This  is  a  fliort  Ifue,  And  if  you-cannoc 
give  a  bireft  Anfwer  to  it,  it  (hevvs  you  are  Bemlder*d,  and  have  been  Dancing 
all  this  while  in  the  clouds  I 

[XIV.]  But  the  Weakncfs  of  your  caufe  will  Apper  ftill  further  in  your  Man- 
ner of  Profecuting  it.  You  put  the  ?fi{hop  to  this  Iffue,  pag,  28.  Now  the  thing 
to  he  Proved,  was  (  fay  you  to  his  Lordjhip  )  That  there  never  -was  a  Time  nifith- 
cut  civil  Governments  This  is  putting  his  Lord/hip  to  prove  a  Negative,  But 
will  not  every  Man  fay.  That  fince  you  j^ffirm  thcr  was  fuch  a  Time,  and  that 
without  it  you  cannot  Build  your  Scheme  of  the  People  being  the  Original  oi  Go* 
'uernment ;  the  Proof  ihou'd  lie  upon  you,  to  (licw  that  Time,  and  IVhen  it  was? 

You  fpend  manv  Words  upon  the  Difference  betwixt  Paternal  and  civiJ  Go- 
vernment :  Whereas  ther  is  none.  For  the  Paternal  is  civil  Authority.  And 
it  is  Supreme  and  ^hfolute  (where  ther  is  no  Superior  civil  Po^er  to  Controul  if) 
as  to  Life  znd  Death,  Liberty  and  Property,  and  every  thing  eUe.  — — •  As  ia 
the  Cafe  of  Abraham'^  Sacrificing  his  Son.  Of  Judah  Condemning  his  Daugh' 
ter  to  Death,  of  Reuben  pawning  the  Lives  of  his  Sons  for  the  fafc  guard  of  Ben^ 
jamin,  &c. 

Thus  Adam  was  both  Father  ^nd  King  of  all  the  World.  And  therefore  Civil 
Government  was  from  the  very  Beginning.  But  after  the  Death  of  Adam  thig 
fivil  Government  Defccnded  to  his  Eldeft  Son,  and  the  Rule  and  Dominion  over 
^bel  (  tho*  he  was  the  more  Righteous  Man  (  was  given  to  Cain  his  Elder  Bra- 
ther,  as  it  is  Plain,  Gen.^,.  7.  And  thus  it  was  till  the  Flood.  None  but  the 
Eldefi  of  the  Eldelf  of  the  Patriarchs  being  Nam'd  in  the  Genealogy,  Gen.  s» 
The  reft  arc  pafs'd  over  under  the  General  Names  of  Sons  and  Daughters*  After 
the  Flood  then  once  again  one  Man  (  Noah  )  was  Father  and  King  of  all  the 
Earth,  And  when  after  this  Garf  thought  fie  to  Alter  the  Method  of  Univerfal 
Monarchy,  and  to  Divide  the  World  into  Seventy  Independent  Nations,  and  fet  a 
V^uler  over  every  one  of  them,  all  of  whofe  Names  are  fet  down,  Gon.  10.  in  Each 
of  thefe  KtJigdoms  ( the  Names  of  fome  of  which  Remain  to  this  Day,  as  of  B^- 
hylon,  of  Affyria  from  j^fhur,  6cc.  )  the  Government  Defcended  by  Primogeni- 
ture, which  was  the  Rule  of  all  the  Earth,  and  ftill  is  in  moft  Places  to  this 
time.  So  that  the  firft  Man  that  was  Born,  was  Born  under  civil  Government. 
And  fo  of  ail  that  ever  were  Born  fince.  And  now,  Mr.  Hoaily,  you  muft  flicw 
the  Time  when  ther  was  no  ^ivil  Qoyernwint  in  the  World.     And  cijl  you  can 
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fliew  thit,  you  can  Make  no  other  Beginning  of  it  than  I  have  done.  And  yoii 
mufl:  Confider  over  again  what  you  fo  Boldly  aflert,  p.  ip.and  calJ  it  a  Mathe- 
tnatical  Evidence,  that  the  State  of  Nature ^  roitti  ref^eB  to  civil  Government 
U  a  State  of  Equality.  Nov/  think  of  what  you  Objedl  to  ihe  hilhop,  as  a  Mat ' 
ttr  of  Aflonijhment,  p.  22..  That  his  tordp^ip  overlooking  alt  this  (your  Mathe- 
matical  Evidence  for  the  Equality  of  the  State  6£  Nature  )fkoud  content  him^ 
felfwith  bare  Affirmations  to  the  contrary.  And  again,  p,  28.  you  fay  to  hini, 
^ndyour  Lord/hip  here  Proves  it,  barely  by  Affirming  it  •  which  r&ill  not  Effe- 
Buelly  Convince  thofe  toho  jeekfor  reafons  for  what  ps  Affirmed,  Sir,  pray  Ap- 
ply this,  and  believe  ther  are  others,  as  well  as  you,  who  kck  for  TLeafons  for 
what  is  Affirmed  fo  often  by  ^ou  in  thcfe  conjiderations  of  the  Independent  State 
g£  Nature  5  But  you  Content  your  felfwith  your  bare  Affirmations  of  it !  And 
are  not  his  Lorcijfhip^s  Affirmations  as  good  as  Tours  ? 

[XV  ]  You  fay,  p.  3  i,  *  There  are  at  this  Day,  and  have  been  in  every  Age, 
'  Indances  o{ People  in  the  Unciviliz.*d  parts  of  the  World,  without  any  cftablifli- 

•  ed  civil  Government,   And  if  ever  Government  comes  to  be  Rightfully  fettl'd 

•  amongft  them,  it  muft  be  by  f^oluntary  compaH  and  Agreement ;  and  we  fee 
■   hath  been  preceded  by  a  State  of  as  great  an  Equality,  with  refped  to  civil 

•  Govergment,  as  13  Contended  for  by  any  Writer  that  I  know  of. 

You  are  now  come  into  your  Wildneffes  again,  which  I  have  ^w/u^^rW before. 
This  is  Repetition.  But  that  I  may  not  repeat  too,  I  will  give  you,  another 
u^nfvoer  than  I  gave  you  befure.  And  (ince  you  are  fo  Fond  of  thcfe  Savages, 
you  ihall  have  them,  and  without  Fathers  and  Mothers  too  if  you  will.  For  as 
I  told  you  before,  the  Paternal  is  a  civil  Power,  and  Supreme  where  there  is 
none  above  it,  Letthefc  Savages  then  be  calfd  Hottentotes,  and  let  ns  fuppolc 
that  they  never  had  any  Goverrment  among  them  (ince  the  Flood,  And  in  that 
Cafe  I  am  of  Opinion  that  they  never  wou'd  find  out  Government  of  themfelveS. 
And  my  Reafon  is,  becaufe  they  have  done  it  all  this  time.  How  then  fhouM 
we  think  they  wou'd  light  upon  it  now  ?  And  if  we  Tuppofe  all  Mankind  ever  to 
have  been  in  that  State,  I  believe  they  wou'd  have  fo  Remained  to  this  Day, 
and  for  the  fame  Reafon.  But  I  am  Perfwaded  that  Government  was  not  thfe 
Thought  or  Invention  of  any  MaHy  more  than  Language,  but  the  Inftitutiofi  of* 
<?<?<i Himfclf.  And  that  we  had  /liUbcen  ail  Hottentotes,  as  wellas  Dt^mb,  if  wc 
had  been  fo  Created,  And  that  Go^Vdid  not  Create  Men  in  Multitudes  and  Inde- 
pendent of  each  other,  like  the  ^eafls,  Fijh  and  Fott?/j  but  all  to  be  Deduc'd  from 
one,  with  a  particular  Defignation  of  Men  for  Government, 

And  that  as  Go^  did  put  the  Fear  of  »J/J«  upon  the  birds^  beaffs,  See.  when 
he  gave  to  Man  the  Dominion  over  them  5  Without  which  it  had  been  ImpoiSbie 
for  Man  to  have  G»vern'*d  them.  So  likewile  that  from  the  Beginning  God  did 
imprint  in  Men  an  Awe  and  Reverence  towards  theirs  Governors,  without  which 
whole  Nations  cou'd  never  have  been  brought  to  Submit  all  to  one  Man» 

And  that  as  Go^/fometimes  takes  off  this  Fear  from  fome  M'ild  beafts,  and  Iet8 
them  loofe  upon  Men,  for  their  Puni/hme77t :  So  that  Go^^in  like  Manner,  when 
He  defigns  to  Scourge  a  Nation,  kts  them  Work  themfevcs  out  of  that  Fear 
and  Regard  to  their  Princes  and  Governors,  which  he  firft  Planted  in  their  Na- 
ture,  as  the  Cement  of  the  civil  Society,  And  that  without  this,  Mankind  ^^fou'd 
be  as  Incapable  of  Government  as  the  Brute  beafis,  or  as  you  fuppofe  the  Hoi- 
tentotes^XQ  now. 

And  that  no  lefs  Power  than  whar  Rcduc'd  the  Chaos,  cou'd  bring  a  World  of 
Hottentotes  to  agree  of  themfelve?  upon  any  fore  of  Government  whatfoevcr,  or

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Quietly  to  Suhmit  to  it,  if  Setrrd.  No  Man  wou*d  think  himfelf  Bound  to  Sub- 
mit to  his  ovfn  DefiruBion,  for  any  Promife  or  confent  he  had  given  towards 
his  o^t\  Prefervathn.  No.  I'll  Submit  to  Government  while  it  is  for  my  Pre* 
fsrvatien,  and  for  the  fame  Reafon,  repft  when  it  is  for  my  Defiru^iori,  Vot 
felf  Prefervatidn  is  the  unalterable  Lai»,  And  it  wou'd  be  Nonfenfe,  in  the  Na- 
tural Stare,  to  bid  me  be  Content  to  die  for  the  Good  of  Others,  No.  Let  o' 
thers  die  for  my  Good.  What  is  ihzPublick  to  me  further  than  I  am  Con- 
cern'd  in  it  ?  Put  ic  to  the  Fote  among  the  Hottentotes,  and  fee  whether  this 
wou'd  not  Carry  it  ?  How  many  fuch  Hottentotes  have  we  in  England  ?  And 
cou  d  Government  be  ever  fettFd  among  thefe  ?  fAv^Hoadly  you  are  a  Hottentot, 
The  IVhiggs  and  all  the  Independent -St  ate  men  are  Hottentotes,  and  brinj^  rhor 
-Arguments  from  T/fe^w.  Here  we  fee  it,  and  are  put  to  the  Trouble  oi  Anjwer- 
ing  them. 

Come  Mr.  Hoadfy,  let  you  and  t  try  our  hands  with  a  Hot  tent  ote  State  ofNd' 
ture-man.  You  tell  him  he  fhou'd  Submit  to  be  Hang' d  for  Self  prefernjattvny 
and  bccaufe  he  has  Transfer^  the  Right  he  ha^  ovwr  his  own  Life  to  Magi- 
firates  of  his  own  Chufing.     Now  let  him  fpealc. 

Hottentote.  It  was  Self  prefer  vat  ion  made  nic  Confent  to  that.  And  if  Itfoat 
tiirns  againft  my  Selj-frefervation,  I  am  oblig'd  to  Retrad  my  cofifent. 

Headlj.  hm  yoiir  btir\g  Hung' d  is  Self  prejerv  at  ion,  being  for  the  Good  of 
Others. 

Hottentote.  Is  that  my  Prefervation?  By  Selfl  find  you  mean  onlyj/our  o-mn 
felf,  not  thy  fdf  Then  good  Sir,  be  pleas'd  to  hiang  your  felf  it  wou*d  be  much 
te  the  Prefervation  o£  my  felf  -,  For  I  fee  you  begin  to  look  Angry  already  ac 
the  Propofiil,  And  if  you  will  not  do  it,  Imud-'-^^fov  Self  Prejervat ion,  left 
you  ferveme  fo,  and  Prefcryour  felf  to  my  felf. 

Hoadl/t     But  your  Promife  and  confent^  Mr.  Hottentote,  when  you  c^ofe  this 

Cbvernment,  and  Promised  to  Submit  to  it Is  not  an  Honefi  Man  ty'd  to  his 

mrd? 

Hottenote.  Not  if  that  wou'd  Tye  him  to  the  Gallows,  He  never  Meant  ic 
fo  ■  II  And  you  know,  the  meaning  is  the  thing.  Pray,  what  did  you  mean 
Vfhdn  you  took  Oaths  to  Contrary  Governments  ? 

Hoadly,  To  be  True  to  both"-  while  they  were  Tr^^  to  me,  that  is,  to  my 
Interefi.     And  that  is  alway  the  Publick  good  ! 

Hottentote.  And  will  you  tye  a  Heathen  Hot  tent ^e  to  his  promife,  more  than 
you  Chriflians  are  to  your  Oaths  ?  And  if  the  One  cannot  fix  Government,  why 
fhou'd  the  Other  ?  How  then  will  you  EftabliQi  Government  upon  the  confent 
of  the  People  ?  Give  me  as  much  Latitude^  and  the  fame  dtfiinBtons  you  \.\(q  as 
to  OathSf  and  I'll  undertake  to  Solve  all  ihc  promifes  in  the  World,  Nay,  I'll 
fubfcribe  your  Creed,  and  be  a  good  Hottentot e  ftill  !  Til  Abjure  my  o^fn  No-Re* 
ligion,  and  yet  be  ne'r  the  nearer  yours  !  So  that  if  you  wou'd  have  Faith  and 
Truth  kept  among  Men,  you  muft  all  turn  Hottentotes  ! 

Hoadly i  Yow  grow  Unmannerly-"":  Til  turn  you  to  this  Student  of  the  Temple^ 
fee  what  he  can  fay  to  you.     HeUndcrftands  the  Laws  better  than  I  do. 

Hottentote.  Come,  Mr.  Student,  «an  you'Prove  to  me.  That  to  Confent  to  hi 
Hanged  is  felf  prefervat ton  ? 

Student.     Yes,  I  can,  it  I  had  firft  Perfwaded  you  to  be  a  Qhriflian. 
Hottentote.     Well,  let  me  be  a  QhriSian  for  Difcourfc  fake,  now  go  on. 
Student,  Wou'd  not  you  be  Content  to  be  Hangd,  rather  than  to  be  damnd^ 
Hottentote.    Yes  furely.     And  if  you  can  (hew  me  that  this  is  the  Cafe,  it 
^  G  wiU 
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^xilbejelfprefervatidnindetd,  rather  co  lofe  ray  Li>  in  this  World,  tiian  for 
Ever. 

Student.  The  Qhriftian  Doarin  is,  That  Government  is  the  Inftitution  of 
Ga^,and  that  all  Lawful  Go'vernors  are  vcfted  irith  his  Auth9rity.  And  therefor© 
i?hac  to  reftfi  them  is  to  reffl  the  Ordinance  of  Go^,  and  that  they  who  refifi^ 
ihall  Receive  to  themfelves  Damnation, 

Hot  tent  ote\  This  isy^ur/i?  and  good  /Ifgument  upon  the  ChriSian  Scheme.  And 
ihtws  us  xhc  Original  o£ Government,  and  i\\Q  Obligation  to  it,  that  it  is  for 
confiience  fake,  and  not  only  for  fear  ot  Temporal  paniftimenr. 

And  it  fikewife  Rids  ut  out  of  that  Chaos  of  the  fuppos'd  Independent  State  •/ 
Nature,  2nd  Government  Rifiog  from  the  Ele&iim  of  the  P*(>^/tf,  Which  if  ic 
flad  been  a  Natural  things  furcly  we  Hottenteterthoud  have  thought  of  it  in  fo 
many  Hundred  years.     No  man  need  to  be  Taught  what  Nature  Didates. 
Here  the  Dialogue  Ends* 

[XVI.]  And  now  Mr.  Hoadly,  I  return  to'  you.  And  I  wou'd  have  you  Con- 
fider,  thacther  isno  y^»f^am/ but  what  is^^r/vWfromGa^.  It  wou'd  be  to^^^ 
fet  up  another  God  to  fuppofe  any  other  or  Independent  Authority.,  And  this 
Matter  is  of  that  Importance,  that  the  Decifion  of  all  ^vil  Caufes  whatfoever 
is  only  by  Authority.  It  is  not  Earxp,  or  Juftice,  or  reafon,  ever  yet  Decided 
any  fuch  caufe,  or  ever  can,  Thefe  indeed  arc  Rules  by  which  a  fudge  ought  to- 
go.  But  if  he  do's  nor,  his  Decree,  ftands  Good,,  till  ReversM  by  an  Higher 
j^thority  fo  that  Authority  ftill  is  the  tVhole. 

And  all  Authority  is  Dependent  and  Suhjeii  to  thofe  who  Give  it.  Therefore 
h  is  Irapoflibk  for  any  to  Give  Authority  over  Himfelf.  Bccaufcfuch  Autharity 
muft  be  for  ever  SuijeB  to  Him.  And  confeq^cnrly  is  no  4uthoritY  over  Him. 
Hence  the  Folly  appears  of  the  People  lacking  Judges  over  Themfelves,  whila 
they  ftill  Remain  Judges  over  thefc  Judges.  And  their  giving  a  Magifirate  Po- 
wer to  do  Jufiice,  while  he  is  Accountable  to  them  for  his  Adminifiration,  and 
they  have  Authority  to  Reverfc  his  Sentence,  and  fay  his  Power  i%  UmiteUto  da 
every  thing  for  their  ^a^^,  elle  that  it  is  yoid  zxid  not  to  be  Obeydy  ii  Juft  as 
if  I  (hou'd  make  a  Man  my  Vieferee  in  a  Caufc,  but  Tye  him  up  to  give  it  on  my 
fide,  otherwife  that  his  Award  (hoo^d  have  no  Effea.  Cou'd  any  Man  be  my. 
^dge  otReferee,  if  I  were  Judge  over  him  ?  Or  cou'd  any  Man  be  a  Ju^ge  if  he 
had  not  Power  to  give  the  oanfe  either  way  ?  On  the  Unjufi  as  well  as  the  /«/? 
iide  ?  And  do's  not  the  King's  Commiflioo  bear  him  out  in  this  ?  While  it  Al- 
lows of  no  Remedy  but  by  Appeal  to  an  Higher  Authority.  Yet  we  fay  not  that 
the  King  gives  him  Commi^ion  to  do  InjuHtce,  Neither  that  he  is  not  a  Lawful 
Judge  even  when  he  Pronounces  an  unjuft  Decree.  For  he  muft  have  that  Po^ 
»er,  clfe  he  cou'd  not  be  a  Judge  at  all.  Yet  it  is  not  the  King*s  wiM  that  he 
Ihou'd  do  any  Injn!lice^  und  when  he  do's  fo,^^  he  go's  againft  the  King's  WiJJ^ 
but  ftill  A^s  by  the  King's  Commiffion,  and  has  his  Authority  for  what  he  do's^ 
which  Defends  him  from  all  Violence  in  the  Execution  of  hisO^^f.  And  tho'  he 
may  do  things  which  Dcferve  the  Forfeiture  of  his  Ojjice,  yet  he  Forfeits  only  ta 
the  King,  and  none  can  take  his  CommiJJiOn  from  him  but  he  who  gave  it  him^ 
And  till  his  CompiiJJjon  is  taken  from  him,  he  is  fiill  Judge,  and  his  Authority  In- 
difputable.  So  of  a  General,  or  any  other  put  in  Authority  under  the  King,  I 
fay  this  down  fo  Plainly,  that  yo^raay  fee  the  Fall/fey  of  that  Argument  which 
you  make  the  Burden  of  your  Confiderations,  That  Evil  doing  it  not  Agreeable 
to  the  PVill  of  God,  and  that  G^^gives  no  Man  a  CommiJJion  to  do  Evil :  There- 
fore that  when  a  King  do's  Evil^  hcCcafcs  ta  be  ihe  Miniver  of  God,  and  (<> 

eughs 
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•  ought  to  be  rejrfted  as  a  Robber  or  a  Cuf-Throaf,  for  that  in  fo  doing  he  has  no 

CommiJpQtt  from  God.  To  which  the  Anfwcr  is  in  (here  from  what  I  have  faid. 
That  the  Male- ^dminiff ration  IS  from  himfelf,  and  not  from  God,  But  that 
this  do's  not  void  hiu  CommiJ/ton,  which  is  ftill  from  Ga^j  And  that  the  Refi" 
^ance  of  1t»  notwitftanding  his  Male-Adminiftration  is  a  rejifting  the  Ordinance 
nfGod,  As  much  as  a  Mutiny  againft  a  General,  or  Shooting  a  fudge  upon  the 
Bench,  for  their  Male-AdminiJiratienSy  wou*d  be  a  repfting  the  King  from  whom 
rhey  had  their  Comtniffions,  And  as  taking  upon  me  to^orreSI  and  f^unijh  the 
fAale-Mminiftratigns  of  the  King's  Oncers,  and  to  take  their  Cemmiffions  from 
them,  irouM  be  to  Ufurp  the  Kin^%  Authority,  «nd  fo  wou'd  be  the  Highefl 
Treafin  againft  the  King^  it  being  in  Effcd  a  fetting  ap  my  Cslf  to  be  King  :  So 
to  Punifli  Kingff  and  take  their  Qommijfton  from  them,  is  no  lefs  than  Afpiring 
to  be  God,  and  to  take  the  Government  out  of  His  hands. 

But  why  is  this  Argument  levellM  only  againft  Kings  by  Mr.  Hoadly  ?  For  it 
will  hold  to  all  who  have  any  Authority,  who  are  all  the  Wniftert  of  God,  in 
their  feveral  Stations.  In  your  p.  3^,  You  Interpret  this  Text  of  Magijirates 
being  caird  the  Wniflers  of  God,  to  Extend  only  to  Inferior  MagiBrates,  that 
the  King  might  not  come  in  for  a  Share  !  But  when  you  are  upon  Forfeiting  for 
Male-Adminifirati-on,  then  it  is  only  upon  Kings  !  It  is  Kings  only  who  are 
Exauthorated  and  have  no  CommiJJion  when  they  do  Evill 

But,  Mr,  Hoadly,  I  muft  Apply  this  Argument  where  it  will  be  more  Senfible 
toyou.  Perhaps  rba-t  may  make  you  C/^^^r/^^w^irj^Suppofe  your  Son,  Learn- 
ing from  you,  (hou'd  tdlyou.  Sir,  you  have  no  Commijfton  from  God  to  Pro- 
ifoke  me  to  Wrath {^of  which  I  am  Judge,  for  do  not  I  know  when  I  am  Angry  ? ) 
Nay  it  is  Excepted  out  of  your  Qommijpon^  and  you  are  Forbid  to  do  ir.  There- 
fore you  arc  no  Minifier  of  God  to  me,  but  of  the  Devil,  and  as  fuch  to  he 
refined. 

And  fuppofc  his  Mother  fliou'd  take  his  Part ;  and  fct  up  her  own  Claim  too, 
and  fay,  you  have  no  CommiJJion  to  Look  fo  Sour  ar  me,  you  are  only  to  Love 
and  cherijh  (  of  which  I  am  beft  Judge  )  elfe  I  am  not  bound  to  Obey-"-  There- 
fore Sheer  off — You  are  no  Husband  for  me— —Poor  Mr.  Hoadly  wou'd 

then  begg  a  little  of  my  Help,  to  fliew  the  Difference  betwixt  a  Qommijfion,  and 
the  Execution  of  it.  And  that  his  Failing  in  the  Execution,  did  not  f^acate  his 
CommiJJton.     He  may  lAend  and  do  better  another  time  ! 

Do  not  think  I  Banter  you,  I  am  in  goodfober  Sadnefs.  This  is  the  mighry 
Argument  in  which  you  have  Hugg'd  your  felf,  and  thought  it  UnanfwerabUl 
That  God  cannot  give  a  Qi>mmiJJion  to  do  Evil  And  ther  never  was  a  King 
yet  bur  did  Evil\  except  one,  fays  Mr.  Hoadly  )  and  here  I  have  all  the  Kings 
in  the  World  (  my  Averfion)  down  at  once  !  And  there's  none  can  Detend  them  \ 
Vf'hat  I  Will  any  plead  for  Evil  Doing  ?  Or  fay,  that  God  gives  a  Conjmijfion 
to  do  Evil?  Oh,  how  I  will  Mumble  them  before  the  lAobb,  and  Play  the  wholo. 
Artillery  of  my  Eloquence  upon  them  !  I  will  be  ti)e  Hero  of  the  Party  I  And 
Intmicus  Tyran?iis  (hall  be  writ  upon  my  Immortal  Tomb  I  I  have  found  out 
the  Invincible  Argument  1' 

But,  Mr.  Hoadly,  like  Dracanzor,  yout  cut  off  both  Friend  and  Foe*  And  in 
your  Rage  have  blown  up  your  Darling  common  wealth  too,  and  all  other  Go- 
vernments  of  what  fort  foever  upon  the  Face  of  the  Earth.  None  of  them  can 
(land  before  your  Argument !  Nay,  you  have  diffolv*d  tke  Univerfe,^n^  cancelled 
all  Relations  amon  M^w,  of  Father  2in6  Son,  Husband  2Lnd  ^tfe,  tAaJler  and  Ser^ 
'vaut  I  And  you  make  an  Example  of  the  Bt/hop  upon  this  Ar^ummt.

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YoulnMt  his  Lor (ifii I?  CruQUy,  p.  3  8 .  for  fuppofing  that  St.  PW  had  Ner9 
in  his  view^  when  he  faid,  That  the  Powers  that  be  are  Ordain  d  of  God,  as  if 
Nero  cou'd  be  CallM  the  Wnifter  ofGod,  which  is  (  fay  yoa  )  what  I  hardly  care

p.  z6.  You  Exprefs  great  ^Jionijhment  at  thofe  who  fuppofethat  St  P^«/  call'd 
Nero  the  yifntfter  of  God,  and  add,  I  Pray  God  forgive  thofe  who  fay  fo^^  Unlefs 
they  mean  the  \Ainifier  of  God,  as  Judas  was  in  betraying  our  Saviour,  or  as 
evtl  Spirits  are  in  tempting  }Aen  to  Sin, 

I  hncy  by  this  (  pray  tell  me  whether  I  am  oOt  or  not  )  that  you  do  noc  be- 
lieve Judas  was  an  WpoJIIe.  For  is  it  not  as  ttrange  a  thing  that  a  DevtKhowld 
be  an  y^poftle  as  a  civil  Uagiftrate  I 

But  if  St.  P^»/did  noc  fpeak  of  Nero,  of  whom  did  he  fpeak  ?  If  he  wrote  in 
the  Reign  of  C/^//^;«;,  it  will  not  mend  the  Matter  much.  But  you  will  have 
n  in  no  Emperor's  Reign  at  all,  pr  that  he  meant  any  Emperor.  For  thus  you 
fay  in  Anfwer  to  this,  p,  jp, 

*  What  ?  Were  ther  no  good  Orders  then  kept  at  all  ?  No  Deputed  M/igi- 
'  firates  who  did  their  Duty   tolerably  ?  No  Afts  of  the  Senate  to   which  your 

*  Urdfhif  will  allow  any  Validity?  No  Power  which  they  Ciaim'd  that  was  to  be 

*  Obey'd,  becaufe   in  othpr  things  it  was  over-power'd  by  Force  ^vid  Bribery'^ 
^  Nunc  to  be  fpoken  of  to  a  few  private  ChrifiianSi  but  the  Supreme  Head,  the 

*  great  Empcrcr,  of  whom  they  knew  little,  and  faw  lefs  ? 

if  ihey  knew  little  111  of  him,  and  faw  lefs,  then  he  was  no  greac  Perfecuior. 
And  if  the  ApoHles  did  not  Mean  the  Emperor  (hou'd  be  Undcrflood  in  their  /»- 
jun^iOJis  of  Obedience  to  the  civil  Magt  fir  ate,  it  was  ftrangely  worded  to  bid 
them  Submit  to  the  ¥^ing  as  Supreme,  and  unto  Governors,  as  unto  them  that 
were  fenc  by  Him.  And  as  ftrange  that  ther  Choud  not  be  one  word  of  the  Sf - 
nate,  upon  whom  Mr.  Hoadiy  lays  fo  great  ftrcfs.  But  the  y^po files  had  not  the 
fame  Notioas  of  Parliaments  as  Mr.  Uoadly.  And  ic  is  yet  more  Stange  that 
by  the  higher  Pewers  fhou'd  be  meant  only  the  Lepr  and  not  the  higher  PoTp,- 
4rs\ 

Bur,  Mr.  Uoadly,  you  fccm  fenfiblc  that  this  Plea  wou'd  not  bold.  There- 
fore in  the  next  words  you  come  to  a  Better,  and  fay, 

'  But  fuppofing  He  (  the  Emperor  )  was  all  t^at  St.  Paul  had  |n  vicy,  might 

*  no^  this  be  Written  by  him  at  the  Beginning  of  his  (  hero\  )  Reign,  as  hath 
'  been  thought  by  good  Judges,  when  he  might  be  faid  %o  Anfwer  St.  Pauls 

*  Charadcr  as  well  as  moft  Princes  ?  Can  your  Lordihip  dcmonilraie  fhar  this 
'  was  not  the  time  of  his  Writing  ? 

This  is  liard,  Mr.  Hoadly,  ftill  to  put  the  Labouring  Oar  upon  his  Lordfhip* 
Muft  he  Prove  ail  yoir  Negatives  for  you  \  Wereic  not  more  Reafonable  for 
you  to  have  Prov'd  the  Affirmative,  finpe  you  lay  all  your  ^trefs  upon  it  ?  But 
indeed  it  /igmfies  nothing  were  ic  Prov'd.  For  can  we  tnink  that  the  ftanding 
Rule  of  Scripture  was  intended  to  lafl  only  for  the  Five  firft  Tears  of  Nero'% 
Beign  ?  And  thefe  were  call'd  Goodhut  in  Comparifon  to  the  Reft  of  his  Reign  j 
for  even  in  rhofe  five  years  he  did  many  things  which  JMr.  Hoadly  wou'd  think 
did  not  come  up  to  St.  Paui*s  Charaftcr.  And  is  Mr.  Hoadly  fure  thatSt.  Peter 
wrote  in  thofe  five  years  too  ?  Did  Pilate  Anfwer  St.  Paul%  Chara^er  when  he 
O'lCify^d  pMy?again(^  his  own  (onfci^jice,  knowing  Him  to  be  an  Inmcer.ti 

Man  ? 
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Man  ?  But  to  fay  thlt  his  Power  to  Condemn  Chfijl  was  given  him  from  ABove 
its  what  Mr.  Hoadly  hardly  cares  to  repeat  1  Unlefs  he  be  Inclined  to  Ju* 
ftify  Pilate^  becaufc  the  f^o  ice  of  his  la  ft  Rs fort  the  People  did  Prevail  with  him. 
And  ought  not  the  Magiftrate  to  be  Determined  by  his  Qonftituents  the  Peo- 
ple ! 

This  Single  Inftance  is  fufficient  to  Open  Mr.  Hoadly  his  Eyes,  if  he  wou*d  let 
xhtm  Open.  h\jii  Seeing  \\q  Sees  t\ot.  Yet  I  will  try  once  more.  What  was 
that  Power  then  Mr.  Hoadly,  which  our  B.  S-aviour  faid  Pilate  had  Irom  ydbove^ 
Jr  was  as  Pilate  exprefs'd  it,  I  have  Pother  to  crucify  thee,  and  I  have  Power  to 
releafe  thee.  This  was  the  Power  he  had  from  God,  in  Subordination  to  theK/w^ 
.  Iiis  Mafter.  And  without  this  Power  he  eou'd  not  Judge  at  all.  But  his  gi- 
ving Sentence  againil  a  Man  who  he  was  Cofeyinc'd  was  Innocent,  this  was  the 
^bufe  of  his  Power,  Yet  this  did  not  Hinder  but  Suppofe  thai  his  Power  was 
G>ven  him  from  Above.  And  our  Saviours  AfTerting  it  to  be  fo,  one  wou'd 
think,  fhuu^d  for  ever  Determine  this  Queftioa  among  Qhrifiians,  And  the 
Reafon  he  gave,  Thou  couldft  have  no  Power  at  all  againft  me,  except  it  were 
given  thee  from  Above,  (hews  that  there  is  no  Power  but  from  Qod,  And  Sf, 
P^w/ did  but  Repeat  our  S^'yioar's  Words,  Rom,  13.  i.  Therein  no  Power  but 
of  God,  And  Obferve  that  our  5^i;/o«r  faid  to  Pilate,  that  he  had  Power  ^- 
gainU  him,  againft  Chrifl  Himfclf.  Not  that  Go^did  Approve  of  h  s  Crucify- 
ing Chrift,  but  Go// gave  him  that  Pow^r  which  he  might  turn  tsgainfl  Qhrift. 
And  indeed  he  had  not  had  Fow^r  to  releafe',  unlefs  he  had  iiivewife  Power  to  con- 
demn^  that,  he  cou'd  not  have  been  a  Judge,  unlefs  he  had  Power  to  Determine 
pither  way.  What  elfe  fignifics  Hearing  the  caufe^  examining  Wttnefjes^  6cc  ? 
This  is  fo  Plain  a  Cafe,  that  1  wou'd  have  begg*d  Pardon  from  any  but  Mr, 
Hoadly  for  endeavouring  to  Explain  it.  Sure  ther  is  not  a  Porter  in  the  Streers 
but  Underftands  it,  but  what  will  tell  you  that  a  Judge  has  his  QommtJJion  from 
the  ¥>.ing,  and  A6ls  by  his  Authority  and  in  his  Na?nei  and  yet  may  pafs  a  Wrong 
Judgment,  Nay,  may  be  Falfe  and  take  Bribes  too  5  But  that  he  his  Judge 
i\\\\,  and  his  Authority  remains,  till  the  )^i7ig  take  ir  from  him  ;  and  that  i 
cannot  Difpoffefs  him,  tho'  I  faw  him  take  Bribes  with  my  own  Kyes,  or  had 
Brib'd  h\m  my  feif,  tho*  the  Cafe  were  never  fo  Apparent,  and  the  Judgment 
never  fo  Uxjufl  that  he  gives,  ycc  while  he  is  Cloath'd  with  the  Kings  Commif- 
(ion,  he  nr»uft  be  Obeyed,  and  any  Injury  or  Affront  to  his  Verfon,  even  in  the 
Undue  Execution  of  his  Office,  is  puniff^able  by  the  Law,  which  Allows  of  none 
but  Larpful  Remedies  in  all  ihefe  Cafes  ;  And  what  Sentence,  ur  Decree  he  gives, 
tho'  never  fo  Uny^ff^  mull  Hand  and  take  its  Eifett,  iiW  lUvers^dby  au  Higher 
Authority, 

I  hope,  Mr,  Hoadly,  this  will  be  Sufficient  event  to  you.  And  that  it  will 
Excufe  me  at  the  hands  of  the  more  Intelligent  Readers  for  Hammering  this 
Point,  confidering  what  a  Stubborn  Nail  I  had  to  Drive, 

But  I  have  one  word  more  to  you,  Mr.  Hoadly,  I  Qucted  you  jaft  now  fay- 
ing in  your  p.  3^.  ff^hat  ?  Were  there  no  good  Orders  ther  kept  at  alll  N9 
deputed  Magiftrates  who  did  their  duty  Tolerably?  &c.  This  you  give  as  an 
Anfsoer  to  the  ObjeElion,  that  fincc  you  wou'd  not  Allow  the  Roman  Emperors 
to  be  the  Miniflers  of  God,  it  would  feem  that  the  ^poftle  cou'd  Mean  no  Mj^* 
giftrates  then  Living.  And  i  will  not  Repeat  the  Anfwer  I  gave  you  upon  that 
tlead.  but  I  wou'd  have  you  Conlider  this  further,  Thar,  as  I  have  told  you 
already,  the  Worft  Governors  are  Beneficial  to  Human  Society,  and  do  a  great 
^eal  of  Qoodj  and  cii^refore  may  be  calfd  the  Mimfkrs  of  Qod  to  \i$for  Good, 
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l^ndin  thetnoft  Grievous  Reign  you  can  name,  your  Qaeflion  might  ftfllbe 
Ask'd,  M^at  ?  PP^ere  there  no  good  orders  then  kept  at  aS  ?  Nothing  done 
tolerably  ?  And  if  this  will  Juftify  the  Inferior  Magiftrates  being  Call'd 
th€  Wnsflers  of  Gody  pray,  Why  not  the  Supreme  ?  Is  the  very  Word 
'King  hateful  /  This  looks  like  rancor^  and  Comtnonvfealth  Principles  deep- 
ly Imbib'd. 

Your  conf derations  henceforward  ar«  all  repetitions^  You  fay,  p.  40.  That 
vfhcniifAagiJfrate  AdsUnjufiiy,  he  Ads  without  and  againfi  his  CommiJJion^ 
^ndfois  no  MagiJIrate  or  Minifier  of  God,  But  I  have  anjwerd  you  already^ 
That  he  Ads  neither  PVithnOT  ftgain ft  his  CommiJ/t on.  For  his  CommiJJion  Em-  - 
powers  him  to  Judge  the  caufe.  If  he  do's  it  Unjuftfy,  he  is  anfioerable  for 
^t  ro  thofe  who  Jmpow er* d h\m.  But  he  do's  not  h^  without  ^CommiJJion. 
And  he  cou'd  not  Ad  againji  ir,  if  he  had  None.  How  wildly  then  do  you  puc 
thQ  C^Ce  of  Foreign  Invaders,  and  wou'd  Infer  from  the  Bi/hop^s  Argument, 
^hac  we  ought  not  to  rejiff  them,  becaufe  they  are  the  Wnifters  of  God  (fay  you) 
in  other  cafes.  You  Ihou'd  have  faid  to  other  People.  For  in  no  caje  is  a 
foreign  Prince  a  Magiftrate  or  Mininifter  of  G«rf  to  me,  I  know  not  what  to 
<call  this  fort  of  Argnmcnc ! 

You  fpend  p.  4 1  •  in  repeating  the  Cale^f  a  King  or  Parent  run  «f  j^.  And 
of  Ecclefiajiical  Perfons  being  Suhjcd  to  civil  Authority,  Which  I  have  an^ 
J'wet^d  in  the  Place  where  you  putthefe  fame  Cafes  before. 

Then  you  Run  onp^  42.  Wirli  what  you  infifted  upon  Twenty  times  before 
That  a  Magiftrate  has  CommiJJion  only  to  Ad  Jujily,  and  purfuant  to  the  Ends 
€if  his  CommiJJion,  and  therefore  that  when  he  do*8  otherwife,  he  Ads  wholly 
without  any  CommiJJion.     The  Foliy  of  which  I  have  Sufficiently  (hew'd. 

And  you  call  thefe  two  Cafes,  that  is,  when  a  Magijirate  Ads  Juflly  or  ««- 
jujily  in  the  Execution  o£  his  CommiJJion  j  and  you  make  thefe  as  it  were  two 
•CommiJ/ions,  and  Argue  that  fince  G(?<j^  cannot  gxwt  z  CommiJJion  for  the  Magi* 
ftrate  toAdawjw/?/^,  therefore  that  he  who  Ads  unjuftly  Ads  without  any 
Cofnmijfion  at  all- -In  that  cafe,  fay  you,  as  if  it  were  another  cafe,  whi:h  Re- 
c^'jir'd  another  CommiJJion,  Whereas  it  is  tht  fame  cafe,  in  which  a  Man  may  Ad 
Juftly  orunjujlly,  for  that  Refers  to  the  M^iw^^r  of  Executing  the  CommiJJion  > 
t)ut  this  different  w^ww^r  do's  not  make  a  different  cafe.  Nay,  it  fuppofes  it  to 
<be  the  fame  cafe,  elfe  there  cou'd  not  be  two  different  manners  of  Deciding 
ir.  For  to  Determine  in  one  cafe^  is  no  manner  at  all  of  Dctermming  ano- 
ther cajk» 

Let  me  make  this  Plain  to  you,  Mr.  Hoadly,  and  to  come  up  to  Utmoft  of 
what  I  think  it  PofTiblc  for  you|  to  Mean  by  all  this,  Suppofe  then  my  Lord 
<^hancellor  (hou'd  Excommunicato^  or  make  a  Decree  for  the  March  of  the 
j^rmy^  thiswou'dbe  lioid,  becaufe  he  had  vio  CommiJJion  at  all  for  thefe  Pur* 
|)Ofes,  But  if  he  made  an  unjuft  Decreein  Chancery,  this  is  within  his  Commijp" 
4>n,  tho*  an  undue  Execution  o£  it,  and  mud  Notwithilanding  be  valid  and  have 
its  effed,  till  rfx;^r;Wbyand  Higher  Authority^ 

Now  the  Authority  Delegated  by  the  King  muft  be  Limited  by  the  CtmmiJJi- 
4n  he  Grants.  Therefore  Men  Read  their  CommiJJions  and  they  are  Inrolfd, 
that  it  may  be  Jinown  what  Powers  are  therein  Granted.  And  we  are  not 
Obh'g'd  to  Obey  in  other  Matters  to  which  the  Commijpon  do's  not  Reach,  and 
which  arc  of  a  different  Nature,  And  CommiJJions  of  different  Natures  may  be 
Granted  to  fcvcral  Perfons,  without  any  Interfeiting  or  confujion.  Which 
the  ^(^(»f  has  excellently  well  ej?plaia*d  in  t\ns  Sermon,  i)y  the  feveral  Ojpces 
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in'a  Corporation,  or  a  Kingdom,  in  Anfwer  to  the  Obje^ion  m  tbe  Boole  of  tie 
rights,  of  the  Ecclejiaffical  and  Ww/  Authority  being  Inconfittent  to  be  \i^ 
fevcral  Hands,  and  Independent  of  each  other,  in  the  fame  Government.  A» 
the  offices  of  Lord  Chancellor,  Lord  Treafurer^  Lord  General,  &c.  are  of  dif- 
ferent Natures,  and  Independent  of  each  other,  and  for  that  Rcafon  they  Inter- 
fere not  nor  clajh  with  each  other.  This  is  very  plain.  But  to  fay,  as  you  do^ 
Mr.  Hoadly,  that  a  Man  Ads  wholly  without  a  Cowmiffion'm  the  undue  Executi- 
on his  C^mmiffion ,  is  firf\i  Nonjenfe,  £c  a' there  csLn  bono  undiiQ  Execution,  where 
thereis  noCtff»«;ij^o»;  And  in  the  next  place,  it  wou*d  Difiblve  MCommiJJt- 
ens  and  all  Government  in  the  World,  by  making  ev^ry  Men  Judge  when  any 
CorhmiJJion  is  vacated,  ^tid  his  Governors  na  longer  to  be  Obey'd.  Wou'd  yoir> 
Mr.  Hoadly,  be  Content  that  every  Man  in  thcParifli  of  St.  Petet\  Poor,  (houd 
be  Co  Judge  9£  your  DoBrine,  as  to  declare  the  C^«r«r^  vacant,  and  pay  you  oa 
more  Tithe  without  any  Accufation  againft  you,  or  bringing  you  before  your 
Superiors  ?  Deceive  not  your  fcJf,  the  Cafe  is  tie  fame,  and  fomewhat  Worfe,^ 
when  you  woa'd  make  ^aeiryi^/f'and  every  lAobb  in  the  Nation  Abfolute  Judge% 
over  the  King,  to  Declare  when  he  had  no  Commijfion  from  God,  and  ought  ta 
be  rejifted. 

(XVIJO  At  the  End  of  p.  41,  you  repeat  again  the  Cafe  of  a  Uiad  Father 
or  King,  But  p,  45*  you  ask  why  the  General  Declararion  of  St.  F4f»/ againft 
refiftance  fliou'd  be  taken  without  Limitation,  when  there  are  other  Generai 
commands  in  Scripture  which  admit  o{  Limitations  I 

I  anfwer.  Godm^y  pur  Limitations  to  his  o^^f  a  General  commands  \t\d  if 
you  had  dcfcended  to  any  Inftance,  I  believe  I  cou'd  have  (hew'd  it  you.  It  is 
a  General  eommand.  Thou  jbalt  not  kilU  But  in  other  Places  the  Magijlrate: 
is  Excepted  and  Commanded  to  ki/l.  Again,  whom  God  hath  Joined (CpcMng^ 
o(Man^ndfV/fe(^NoManfiou'dput  afunder.  Yet  Divorce  is  Allow'd  in  par- 
ticular Cafes.  If  you  can  (hew  the  like  Exception  from  the  General  Prohibition 
againft  refifting  the  higher  Powers,  we  will  Allow  it.  Bur  you  muft  not  put 
Limitations  of  your  own  head  to  the  General  commands  of  God.  He  has  put 
a  Limitation  to  the  Sixth  command.  Will  you  therefore  to  the  Seventh^ 
and  (hew  in  what  Cafes  that  may  be  dijpenc^d  with  I 

,'»  Again,  when  Obedience  is  Enjoyn'd  to  any  Man,  or  Order  of  Men,  it  is  to  be 
Underflood,  faving  the  Obedience  due  to  their  Superiors  Paramount.  Thus 
ffe/^r^w  are  Commanded  toO^^y  their  Parents  in  all  things.  But  this  is  ftill 
in  Subordinatim  to  the  King  and  our  Superiors  both  in  Church  and  State,  to 
whom  our  Parents  therofelves  owe  their  Obedience. 

But  neither  of  thefeCales  will  come  up  to  your  Point  o£  re/ilfancB  againft  the 
higher  Power,  Nor  any  Cafe  I  believe  you  can  put.  You  ft  rain  hard  for 
it  in  the  fame  p.  45.  Where  you  Wonder,  how  it  can  poftbly  be  for  the  Good  of 
the  People,  to  fufferthemfelves  and  their  Pofterity  to  Remade  Wferable  at  the 
jwill  of  the  Supreme  governor,  when  they  fie  they  canfave  themfelves  if  they  wiH^ 
and  Eflablifh  a  better  State  of  things. 

But,  Sir,  this  is  only  D^r/^w/i^/o»,  inftead  of  (hewing  any  Exception  in  H. 
Scripture  from  the  General  Prohibition  againft  Refiftane^, 

It  is  all  Whipt'Creamzn^  forry  Stuff,  for  the  People  never  yet  Saw,  or  ever 
^\\\fee,  how  they  can  fave  themfelves  by  refinance.  No.  It  always  proves 
their  m^f,  and  inftead  of  a  Better  State  of  things,  ic  Involves  thera  in  Blood 
and  vaft  Expences,  far  more  than  (heir  patient  fukmijpon   wou'd  have  done.

For  except  fince  the  yeat  1688,  England  v^Qvtt  favr 
fo  much  of  her  Blood  and  Money  pour'd  out  ^s  in  thofe  20  years  of  Liberty  and 
Property  from  1640,  to  1660^  More  than  in  the  Reigns  of  all  her  Kijigs,.  (  Ty^ 
ranis  as  they  Were  )  for  about  500  years  before,  from  William  the  Conqueror^ 
put  all  together  !  And  England  never  knew  flncc  it  \fzs  England,  fuch  a  Time 
for  Peace,  Plenty,  ilourifliing  of  7r^^,  and  all  Worldly  BleJJings  as   in  thofe 
2^  years  of  Tyranny  xhQ  Review  \\7ks  Reckoned,  from  \66o  to   id88.     But  all
